ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 

Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passei> 

May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Clau- 
dius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner, 
and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and constituted a 
body politic and corporate, by the name of the Ge?ieral Convention of 
the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name 
they and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession ; shall 
be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all 
suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same 
alter or change at pleasure ; and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of 
which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said in- 
come, whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and 
appropriated to the purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient ; may 
make by-laws respecting the number, qualifications, and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of 
members, the time, place, and manner of holding their meetings; the 
number necessary to form a quorum, and all other by-laws and regula- 
tions the said Convention may deem necessary for the government and 
due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential ob- 
jects of said Convention as expressed in their constitution, not repug- 
nant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on 
the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended, or repealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of “ The Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention." 

Resolve in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may hereafter have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five thousand dollars. 


CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION. 


Article I. The name of this body shall be The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to promote the 
preaching of the Gospel, and the organization and maintenance of Bap- 
tist Churches and Sunday-schools in the State of Connecticut. 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order as the pres- 
ent associated Baptist Churches. Each of such churches as shall have 
contributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preced- 
ing the annual meeting, may be represented by its pastor and one dele- 
gate for every one hundred and fraction of one hundred resident mem- 
bers, provided that no church shall be entitled to more than five delegates 
besides its pastor. Every church having one or more schools connected 
therewith may elect and send an additional delegate to represent each 
such school. 

Article IV. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, and Auditor; all of whom 
shall be elected annually by ballot, and whose duties shall be specified 
in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article V. There shall be a Board of Trustees, not exceeding 
thirty-nine (39) in number, one-third of whom, after the first election, 
shall be chosen annually by ballot. At the first election they shall be 
chosen in classes of one, two, and three years. At least one-third of the 
trustees shall be laymen. The Trustees, together with the officers of 
the Convention, shall constitute a Board of Management, in which shall 
be vested all the privileges and authority of the Convention when the 
Convention is not in session. The duties of the Board of Trustees shall 
be specified in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article VI. The Constitution may be altered or amended by a 
two-thirds vote of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after 
one year’s previous notice. 


BY-LAWS FOR GOVERNMENT OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 

v CONVENTION. 

1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday preceding the third 
Wednesday in October, at 10 o’clock a.m., and the morning shall be de- 
voted to the transaction of business in the following order: 

1. Calling to order. 

2. Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. 

3. Address of the President. 

4. Calling Roll of Delegates. 
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STATE CONVENTION. 


Report of Trustees. 

6. Report of Treasurer. 

7. Election of Officers. 

Tuesday afternoon and evening shall be devoted to the mission work 
of the Convention. Reports shall be heard from the Superintendent of 
Missions, from the Committee on the State of the Churches, and from 
the Committee on Sunday-schools, together with addresses upon these 
interests. The annual sermon, if any be provided, shall be preached at 
such hour as Committee of Arrangements shall decide. Wednesday 
morning the Connecticut Baptist Education Society will hold its annual 
session. Wednesday afternoon shall be devoted to reports of commit- 
tees and to miscellaneous business. 

2. The President shall appoint all committees unless otherwise 
ordered. Standing committees shall be appointed as follows: (1) On 
Arrangements for Next Year. (2) On Sunday-Schools. (3) On Obitu- 
aries. (4) On New Churches. (5) On Temperance. (6) On State of 
the Churches. (7) On Home and Foreign Mission Work ; and such other 
committees as may be deemed necessary or expedient. 

3. The Committee of Arrangements shall endeavor to provide that 
the meetings of the Woman's Missionary Societies may not be held dur- 
ing the hours the Convention is in session. The annual reports of their 
meetings may be read in open meetings of the Convention, and by the 
vote of the Convention may be spread upon the minutes. 

4. No objects other than those provided for by the Constitution 
shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous con- 
sent of the Convention. 

5. The proceedings of the Convention shall be regulated by the 
ordinary rules governing deliberate assemblies. 

6. The minutes shall be read and approved before the adjournment 
of the Convention, 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during the year ; 
one immediately after the session of the Convention, one in the month 
of April, and one on the day preceding the next meeting of the Conven- 
tion. Other meetings may be called by the Secretary at the request of 
the President, or five members of - the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all meetings 
of the Board; in his absence the First Vice-President shall preside; in 
the absence of President and First Vice-President, the Second Vice- 
President shall preside ; and in the absence of all three the Board shall 
choose a President pro tem . The Secretary shall be ex officio Secretary 
of the Board. 

3. At the first meeting of the Board each year, it shall elect from 
its members an Executive Committee of fifteen (15). including the Presi- 
dent, the two Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretary, and Auditor. It 
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shall also appoint a Finance Committee of three. It may appoint other 
committees if deemed expedient. 

4. At a meeting of the Board in October, the Board of Trustees 
may appoint a Superintendent of Missions, who shall have the general 
oversight of the work of the Convention under the direction of the Board 
or of its Executive Committee. The salary of the Superintendent shall 
be fixed by the Board, and his year of service shall be from the time of 
his appointment till the next subsequent meeting of the Convention. 

5. The Board may, at any of its regular meetings, appoint such 
missionary or missionaries, for evangelistic work within the state, and 
for such terms of service as it may deem expedient. 

6. The Board shall have power to provide means for raising funds 
for the Convention ; also to dispose of said funds according to the pro- 
visions of the Charter and the Constitution. 

7. The Board of Trustees, immediately after the adjournment of 
the Convention, shall, through its Secretary, send to each church and 
pastor in the state, a printed circular, setting forth the number of mis- 
sionaries appointed by the Convention, the amount of money required to 
meet the yearly expenditure, together with the approximate amount 
each church should contribute. 

8. All appropriations in aid of churches and for payment of mis- 
sionaries shall be made by the Board in accordance with the regulations 
laid down in the by-laws. 

9. The Board shall make report of all its transactions to the Con- 
vention at its annual meeting. 

The Executive Committee. 

1. The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times during 
the year in the months of October, January, April, and July, and at any 
other time at the call of the President and Secretary. They shall con- 
sider and report upon all applications for aid. When the Board is not 
in session its authority shall vest in the Executive Committee, but no 
contract or agreement made by the Executive Committee shall lemain 
in force beyond the time of the next ensuing meeting of the Board of 
Trustees unless approved by the Board, except in such cases as have 
been referred to the Executive Committee for final action. 

2. The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its trans- 
actions to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 

Duties of Officers and Finance Committee. 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention, of 
the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Committee. 

2. The Vice-Presidents shall perform the duties of the President 

during his absence. 

3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Convention. 
He shall be the custodian of the securities of the Convention, and shall 
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keep a careful record of all permanent, conditional, and special trust 
funds, with a brief statement of the conditions under which they 
are held and the particulars concerning their investment. He shall keep 
each class of funds separate and distinct from every other, and from the 
several funds of the Convention. He shall prepare a monthly statement 
of the condition of the treasury and submit the same to the Executive 
Committee through the Secretary. He shall execute all financial docu- 
ments, and when necessary, affix thereto the seal of the Convention un- 
less the Board of Trustees shall otherwise specifically direct. He shall 
make payments out of the treasury only upon the written order of the 
Secretary. Whenever required by the Executive Committee he shall 
give bonds to such an amount as they may direct. 

4. The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the meetings of 
the Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Com- 
mittees. The quarterly reports of the churches aided by the Convention, 
and of the missionaries employed, shall be made to the Board through 
him. and he shall prepare, for each meeting of the Board and of its Ex- 
ecutive Committee, a statement of the business which needs to be 
brought before it. He shall draw orders on the treasury only as author- 
ized by the Board of Trustees or its Executive Committee. 

5. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer and make 
a report thereof to the Convention once a year, and each quarter if 
required by the Board. 

6. The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and approve by 
their signature, the investment of all the trust funds of the Convention 
subject to the approval of the Executive Committee. They may require 
of the Treasurer, statements of all transactions relating to trust funds, 
and of current receipts and expenditures whenever they deem it neces- 
sary. They may authorize the temporary transfer by the Treasurer of 
the funds of the Convention from one class to another whenever they 
may deem it necessary. They may, with the Secretary, direct the pay- 
ment of amounts, not exceeding fifty dollars, in exigencies that cannot 
await the action of the Board of Trustees or of its Executive Committee. 
Under no circumstances shall any of the funds of the Convention be 
loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or member of the Executive Com- 
mittee, or to any corporation or business enterprise in which any of them 
is personally interested. 


Rules to Govern Appropriations. 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the Secretary. All appropriations 
to churches shall be made quarterly, and no application for aid will be 
considered until the report of the church has been received. Quarterly 
reports must be sent in during the first weeks in October, January, April, 
and July. 

2. Appropriations will be made to churches only when such churches 
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have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within the year 
preceding, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, in- 
cluding the Domestic Mission work of the Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion, and when they shall have satisfied the Board that their methods of 
raising funds are systematic, and best adapted for securing the largest 
possible revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriation shall be made to any church, when in the judg- 
ment of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church is not consid- 
ered worthy of such aid. It is therefore recommended that any church, 
without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the Superintendent 
of Missions, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and settle- 
ment of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the 
erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the 
Executive Committee shall have been secured ; and in all cases where 
such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or society so 
aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of the property, 
which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board of 
Trustees shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

5. No appropriation shall be made to a church until its application 
has been approved by a Missionary Committee representing the associa- 
tion within whose territory the church is located ; said committee to be 
elected by the association, or, in case of failure to elect, appointed by 
the President. 

6. The quarterly appropriations of the Board shall not exceed one- 
fourth of the reasonably assured regular’annual revenue from the churches 
and individuals and invested funds of the Convention, except upon the 
basis of definite pledges sufficient to cover the excess. The revenue is 
to be estimated by the average receipts of the Convention from afore- 
said sources, for the three years immediately preceding. 

The Superintendent of Missions. 

The Superintendent of Missions shall have the general oversight 
and care of the entire work of the Convention under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. He shall visit the churches aided by the Con- 
vention as frequently as may be, consistently with his other duties. He 
shall investigate any new enterprises that should be brought to the at- 
tention of the Board and report the same. He shall, as opportunity may 
offer, present the claims of the Convention before the churches and re- 
ceive subscriptions and collections for the Convention. He shall be 
present at all meetings of the Board, and of the Executive Committee, 
to counsel and advise in all their actions, but shall have no vote. He 
shall advise the churches aided by the Convention on all matters in which, 
his advice is asked, but he shall not pledge the Convention to any pecun- 
iary aid except as authorized in each case by the Board of Trustees or 
by its Executive Committee. 
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Amendments. 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any meeting of the Board of Trustees by a majority vote. 

Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of 
the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the provis- 
ions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote 
of all the members present at the annual meeting of the Convention, and 
after one year’s notice. 

General Resolution. 

All resolutions, or parts of the same heretofore adopted by the Con- 
vention, Board of Trustees, or Executive Committee, which are incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Constitution and By-Laws are hereby 
repealed. 


Churches Contributing. 

All churches sending delegates to the Convention are bound by their 
obligations to God and their brethren to make annual contribution to its 
treasury, and none, large or small ought, in any case, to fail in this im- 
portant duty. They are requested to be very particular and exact in 
their appointment of delegates and designation of funds, and see that 
these funds are placed in the treasury, and published in the minutes of 
the Convention. 


Legacies. 

Form of a Legacy. — I also give and bequeath to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention dollars , lands , houses, or other property , 

for the purpose of the Convention, as specified in the act of incorpora- 
tion. And I hereby direct my executor or executors to pay said sum to 
the Treasurer of said Convention, taking his receipt for it, within 
months after my decease. [If real estate is devised, describe the prem- 
ises with exactness — both lots and buildings.] 

For The Building Fund. — I give and devise to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention 7noney, lands, houses , bonds — as the case may be 
for the Building Fund, to aid in procuring or paying for suitable Houses 
of Worship for Mission Churches. 

A similar form will answer for The Connecticut Baptist Educa- 
tion Society. Only be careful to specify the name. 


EIGHTY-FIRST ANNUAL SESSION 


OF THE 


Connecticut Baptist Convention. 


Norwich, Conn., October 18, 1904. 

The Eighty-first Annual Meeting of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention was held in the meeting-house of the Central 
Baptist Church, Norwich, on the above date. 

President Carnot O. Spencer called the Convention to order 
at 10.10 A. M. 

After singing, “ Majestic Sweetness Sits Enthroned,” Rev. 
Oscar Haywood, D.D., read 1st Cor., 13, and offered prayer. 

Rev. P. C. Wright, pastor of the Church, welcomed the 
Convention as follows : 

Mr. President, Brethren and Sisters of the Convention: — 
My heart is full of welcome. I am not going to stand here and tell 
you a lie. I have heard say in welcoming others, “We are glad to 
see you and have made ample provision,” just as though it had 
come out of the gush of their souls. I am not going to say this; it 
has meant work for us to prepare for you. But we are glad to see 
you, and count upon your coming as a blessing to us. We are glad 
to see you because we believe that you are children of the King. 
We do not entertain you as strangers, but as those who have been 
born again, and therefore you are our brothers and sisters in Christ. 
We welcome you because you have come for business. We have a 
pretty city, but we do not welcome you because of this, or because 
of our beautiful home; but because you are interested in the Lord’s 
business in the state. We would like to have you see our stores 
and homes, but we do not want you to look at these and lose any- 
thing from the meetings. This is the business of the King, and “ it 
requireth haste.” We expect you will carry away from these meet- 
ings more consecration to God, and that you will go forth stirred 
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to do better service in the Master’s kingdom. Too often we think 
of our religion as an intellectual thing, and we want people to come 
into the kingdom rationally. Yes, we do; but the emotions must 
be touched before one can come in. If you have come with your 
emotions touched to the depths, and if the Holy Spirit is present in 
our meetings, you will go home to be better and do better in your 
home church. I give you a most hearty welcome to this church 
building, to our homes, to everything you need to make you com- 
fortable that is in our power to give you; and we pray that God’s 
richest blessing may be upon you while here, and when you go 
home, to make you a worthy child of the great King Immanuel. 

President Spencer replied as follows : 

Brother Wright: — It gives me pleasure in behalf of the Con- 
vention to respond to your address of welcome, so felicitously and 
cordially given. We are pleased to meet in this old historic 
town — In this city “beautiful for situation,” with its homes and 
residences overlooking the Thames; in this busy city, with its large 
manufacturing and business interests, its free academy and other in- 
stitutions — Its beautiful art gallery and — its municipal illumi- 
nating Gas Plant! We are pleased to meet in this commodious 
house of worship, so admirably adapted to the uses of the Con- 
vention. 

You royally entertained us, when we last met with you, ten years 
ago, and we have no doubt but that you will “ use hospitality without 
grudging ” on this occasion. 

This Church has always been interested in the work of the 
Convention: its pastors uniformly being active in its deliberations, 
and in its counsels, and large-hearted, strong laymen have in the 
past lent their influence and aid. 

Two of its pastors have presided over the Convention, the Rev. 
E. T. Hiscox, D.D., and the Rev. Samuel Graves, D.D. One of 
your first deacons, George Soris, of pleasant memory, was also its 
President, and, I wish to»say, that the present Board of Trustees, 
and the Executive Committee, have no more honored and faithful 
member than your present pastor. 

We are here today, then, feeling that we are at home, and in 
good, sympathetic hands. We want to behave well ourselves, and 
to have you say, when we go, that you have been glad to have us 
here, and that we, too, have been to you a blessing. 

ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 

Brethren and Sisters of the Convention: — The year last 
passed has been fraught with spiritual blessings. The Report of 
the Board of Trustees will show that marked success has crowned 
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the labors of our workers on the field, among the Churches aided by 
the Convention, and in the Missions. 

The in-gathering of souls has been large, especially among the 
weaker Churches, and proves the wisdom of the Convention in 
again inaugurating evangelistic work. Our Superintendent of Mis- 
sions, the Rev. F. H. Divine, has been indefatigable in his labors 
and if all has not been accomplished that his most optimistic 
vision has described, he has, at least, the satisfaction of knowing 
that advances have been made in the work intrusted to him. He 
is to be commended for his earnest, persistent, and faithful labors 
on the field during the last two years. 

The few months of evangelistic effort by the Rev. C. C. Max- 
field were fruitful of good results. The pastors of our aided 
Churches have, with a self-sacrificing spirit, given themselves to the 
work, and the faithful workers on our field among the foreign 
population have been untiring in their efforts, and they have been 
steadily gaining ground. To all these be praise, but, in all this 
work, we can but recognize the voice of our Lord, who has 
‘•'walked in the midst of the Candlesticks,” and the all-powerful 
regenerating influence of His Holy Spirit has been plainly 
discerned. 

Truly we have reason to be profoundly grateful, and, also to 
take courage for future efforts; yet, with this measure of success, 
we cannot but think how much more might have been accom- 
plished, with more means with which to prosecute the work; and 
now, at the close of another year, the report of our Treasurer 
shows a falling off in the general contributions of the Churches, 
and by individuals, to the Convention, during the year. To those 
more intimately connected with this work, this is truly a most 
discouraging feature. As they recognize the good work done the 
past year; as they look out upon the fields already white to the 
harvest; as they recognize the opportunities to enter in and gather 
souls, opportunities for the evangelization, and Christianization, 
of the foreign element in our State, it cannot but be a source of 
amazement that more means are not furnished. Never in the 
history of our State Missions has there been the necessity, and the 
opportunity, for the missionary effort, than now. 

Our Baptist brethren in our sister New England States are 
recognizing this fact in reference to their own fields and are pro- 
viding liberally for the support of their State Missions. This, 
they are enabled to do, by the income received from their large 
endowment funds, as well as by increased contributions. Our 
small permanent fund is not at all commensurate with the Con- 
vention’s needs. The following table will show how Connecticut 
stands, in this regard, as compared with the other New England 
States :

quence, large results have followed their efforts. With a pro- 
nounced income from a fund, say of $100,000.00, your officers would 
be enabled to lay out and plan a certain amount of work each year 
with some degree of certainty, but, depending, as we largely do, 
upon the contributions of the Churches, and these contributions 
fluctuating in a considerable degree, it often taxes the management 
to know what to do. The burden of our State Mission work ought 
to rest heavily upon the hearts and consciences of the entire mem- 
bership of the Churches; and, I confidently believe that no Mis- 
sionary Field, be it Home or Foreign, gives more hopes of success. 

Give us then your contributions, but, in addition to this, may it 
not be that there are those who will, out of their abundance, give 
us a lift on our permanent fund and so perpetuate their bene- 
factions? 

If anyone desires or intends to bequeath by will anything to the 
Convention, let him do a better thing: put the amount he desires to 
give into the Convention’s hands, now; receive from it an “ Annuity 
Bond” by which the Convention binds itself to pay him interest 
on the amount during his lifetime, and his gift is insured beyond a 
peradventure. As will be seen by the report of the Board of Trus- 
tees, some persons have already availed themselves of this privilege. 
It is also a pleasure to note that we are soon to receive an addition 
to our permanent fund of $10,000 through a bequest of the late 
Levi A. Hall of Mansfield. “ His works do follow him.” While 
endeavoring to “ strengthen the things that remain ” in our weaker 
Churches, and also pursuing the work of evangelism with the aid 
of our State Evangelist and Superintendent of Missions, we must 
bear in mind that, with increasing energy and larger efforts, we 
must pursue the work of Missions among the foreign population 
in our cities; for it is in the cities that these people largely con- 
gregate, the duty is upon us to Christianize and evangelize these 
industrial classes, and we shall fail of our duty if we do not avail 
ourselves of this God-given opportunity to do so. I especially ap- 
peal to our city Churches for a larger interest in this specific 
work, and for increased contributions to the Convention. 
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In four of the cities, where our Missions are located, more 
money was expended by the Convention last year than the amount 
of the entire contributions of the combined Churches, in those 
cities, to the Convention. 

With the great influx of immigrants to this country, and locating 
themselves in our cities, do we realize that the Foreign Mission 
work is at our own doors? Let us as Christians awake to a sense 
of our own responsibility in this matter and seize the opportunity 
of bringing them under the influence of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
so that they shall not only be Christianized, but that they shall 
also become good law-abiding citizens. Brethren of the city 
Churches, do your part in this good work. If I have been urgent 
in my plea for more funds for the Convention’s use, it is because 
of its most pressing need in this period of its history. 

The maintenance of the work in hand, and the open doors, 
demand that we earnestly set ourselves to the doing of God’s work, 
with liberal gifts, and with consecrated effort and prayer. The 
evident blessing of God upon the labors of our faithful servants 
during the past year encourages us in a continuance of the work. 

The whole fruitage of these labors, doubtless, have not been 
gathered, but there were 152 baptisms in our aided Churches and 
in the Missions; and as a result of evangelistic work among other 
Churches, 80 more persons were baptized, making a total of 232 
saved souls, being more than one quarter of the whole number of 
baptisms reported by all the Churches in the State, during the year. 

Some of the Churches heretofore aided by the Convention have 
become self-supporting, and have requested us to discontinue our 
appropriations to them. There has been an educating and moral- 
izing influence exerted upon those attending our Missions, that is 
sure, with the continuance of faithful labor and with the aid of the 
Holy Spirit, to result in their salvation. We have “hands to the 
plow,” and while commanded not to “ look backward ” we may, 
I think, be pardoned for so doing, just long enough to see what 
God hath wrought, and then go forward with renewed hope and 
zeal in the good work before us. The Board of Trustees have 
secured the services of the Rev. A. F. Baker of Kentville, Nova 
Scotia, as Evangelist. He comes to us after six years successful 
service in the Provinces. He came on the field Sept. 1, last, and 
has already had the pleasure of seeing some fruit of his labors on 
two hitherto barren fields. 

I trust you will give him a place in your hearts and prayers. 

Our Convention is now eighty-one years old; having been or- 
ganized on September 23, 1823. I have thought that the story of 
its inception and organization, together with a brief narration of 
its doings, during the subsequent years of its existence, would be 
an interesting one, and that one might be prepared and published 
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in the minutes of the Convention or issued in pamphlet form, so 
that our history might be perpetuated. 

I throw this out, by way of suggestion, for your consideration, 
or for such action in the matter as may seem advisable. 

During the next year, the First Church, Groton, designs cele- 
brating its two hundredth anniversary. This being the oldest 
Baptist Church in the State, it seems to me to be fitting and proper 
that the Convention should make some recognition of the event, 
and I suggest the appointment of a committee to formulate some 
plan for such recognition, or to recommend to the Convention such 
action in the matter as may be deemed advisable. 

It seems absolutely necessary that a fireproof safe be procured 
for the keeping of the books and records of the Convention. I 
hope this may be provided, and I also hope that the day is not far 
distant when a home or headquarters may be furnished the Con- 
vention. Other State organizations, similar to ours, are thus pro- 
vided, but, unfortunately, our Convention has not seemed to have 
sufficient means to authorize the undertaking. 

Since last we met, we have been called to mourn the loss of our 
distinguished friend and brother, the Hon. Francis Wayland, 
L.L.D., who, for ten consecutive years, was President of the Con- 
vention. The Board of Trustees have made suitable mention of 
the same in their report, and have entered a tribute to his memory 
upon their records. Well may we ask, “The Fathers, where are 
they?” but a more serious and pertinent question might be asked: 
Where are those who will take the places of these strong laymen 
in our denominational counsels? 

The answer rests with you, brother laymen in the Churches. 

Let us have your help, your prayers, and your counsels in our 
Convention work. 

When I penned this address, I had no idea that we should be 
obliged to report a deficit of about one thousand dollars, but such 
is the case. Brethren, what are you going to do about it? Must 
we retrench the coming year in view of the success of the past 
year, and of the work opening up before us, and the possibilities 
for advancing the Kingdom of our Lord in this Commonwealth? 
I trust not, but that you will, with liberal gifts, make up this 
amount, and that we may, at least, commence another year with a 
clean balance sheet. i 

May the Lord give us wisdom in transacting the business of the 
Convention at this Session. 

Treasurer William F. Walker read a summary of his re- 
port. 

Voted, That the summary of the report be accepted, and 
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that the Treasurer be allowed to add such funds as he may re- 
ceive by October 19th, and that it be printed in the Annual so 
amended, accompanied by the Auditor’s certificate. 

After singing, “ Work, for the Night is Coming,” Pres.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

To the Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

Dear Brethren and Sisters: — Another page of denominational 
history in Connecticut has been written. We are called to account. 
Our answer is, that we have not been reveling over that which is 
historic, but have been trying to make the historic. The blunders 
and the failures are evident, but if some fruit has been gathered, 
some made stronger and better, our labor has not been in vain in 
the Lord. Love has made labor light. Personal blessing has been 
a generous reward. 

During the year we have met with unusual losses in the per- 
sonnel of the Board. Rev. B. U. Hatfield removed to Brooklyn, 
N. Y.; Rev. O. O. Fletcher, D.D., removed to Chicopee Falls, 
Mass.; Rev. G. B. Cutten, Ph.D., removed to Corning, N.Y. Others 
have been coveting the best. Connecticut will exact her due. 
Early in January we were called to part with one of the most 
honored and eminently useful members of our Board, who had 
served long and faithfully as Trustee and President of this body, 
and, in the wider fields of denominational enterprise and the offices 
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of state, had made himself a power for all that makes for human 
betterment — The Honorable Francis Wayland, LL.D. At the Jan- 
uary meeting of the Executive Committee the following minute 
was presented and unanimously adopted: 


“The Honorable Francis Wayland, our Brother and Fellow- 
worker in the Lord, having, in God’s grace, finished his earthly 
career on the ninth day of January, 1904, we, the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, desire to place upon 
our records a testimonial to the high esteem in which we held our 
Brother and to our appreciation of the service he rendered to the 
cause of Christ by his connection with the Convention. 

Recognizing, as we do, the native ability which was inherited, 
the culture which was acquired, the personal qualifications which 
led to his recognition as a wise counselor in widely varying fields 
of operation, we rejoice that Dr. Wayland in mid-life submitted to 
the authority of the Son of God, his strong nature bowing at the 
feet of our Lord in that spirit of the child without which a man 
cannot enter the Kingdom of God. 

Since February 26, 1882, the day when Dr. Wayland confessed 
in Baptism his faith in his risen Lord, his heart has been in the 
cause of Christ. He was faithful to the local church interests. He 
also responded to the Convention’s need of his counsel. He was 
elected a member of the Board of Trustees in 1883 and continued in 
that capacity until his death.- He was President of the Convention 
from 1886 to 1896. Mr. Wayland was a moving spirit in the organi- 
zation of the Baptist Social Union and served as its President in 
1874. 

Dr. Wayland’s interest in the work of the Convention was un- 
failing, even when a multiplicity of other interests and increase of 
years and ill health prevented personal attendance upon the meet- 
ings. We shall miss him, but we thank God for him. A strong 
leader of men has fallen. 

These minutes shall be spread upon the records of the Board 
and a copy sent to Mrs. Wayland.

We cannot permit the passing of the name of another honored 
servant of the Lord, who “fell on sleep” July 31, 1904, Rev. 
Charles H. Peckham. Brother Peckham held no official relation to 
the Board or the Convention, but he had done such heroic and effi- 
cient service on various needy fields at the request of the Board 
that we feel his loss keenly. In middle life, when his ministry was 
attaining great power, his body gives way. Gentle in character, 
intense in his love and devotion, even beyond his strength, his 
death is an irreparable loss to the churches, especially the Bozrah 
church, the ministry, and the Convention. 

During the year the Board has held four meetings and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee three. The business that has been transacted 
will appear in the general doings of the year which follow. In 
addition to this, various sub-committees have held several meetings. 
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All of this has been cheerfully done by busy men for the love they 
bear to the denomination, the souls of men, and the Kingdom. 

General Review. 

A glance at the accompanying tables will give, to some extent, 
a statement of the service performed and the results attained upon 
the various fields during the year. This does not, however, report 
much of the work of the State Evangelist, the Superintendent, and 
other important items that can never be mathematically stated. 

Eastford and Westford churches have made excellent progress 
in all directions. Rev. C. L. Chamberlain closed a two-years’ pas- 
torate June first to accept the call to Immanuel Church, Bridge- 
port. September first, Rev. J. W. Higgins took up the leadership, 
after having served most faithfully at Canton for four years. 

In the middle of the year the Board made a small appropriation 
to aid the Andover church in the maintenance of the gospel under 
the faithful ministry of Rev. E. Hatfield. 

Rev. T. H. Garnett has continued wisely to lead the New Hope 
Church at Danbury. Rev. A. A. Bickford has continued with the 
White Hills church. They have many things to depress, but their 
.hopefulness and faith must be strong, for they say they will ask no 
further aid, for the present, at least. This is at the request of the 
pastor. 

Bantam has courageously maintained all the services through 
the year, under the leadership of Rev. G. D. Reid of Bridgeport. 
Pity it is that Bantam Baptist Church was not permitted to hold 
the field which was her right to do; then, she could have main- 
tained an efficient resident pastor. We are greatly indebted to 
Brother Reid. 

Rev.' A. H. Stock necessarily closed his pastorate of the Corn- 
wall churches April first. Many have been the efforts to secure a 
pastor for these two scattered and widely-separated churches. 
Rev. P. S. Collins has just moved to the field from East Winthrop, 
Maine. As in other days, we expect these churches will be favor- 
ably heard from. 

Rev. J. C. Gavin has faithfully labored on with the Colebrook 
churches with some tokens of success. Canton has had a year of 
growth in spiritual things. Rev. F. H. Cooper has just taken up 
the leadership, much to the delight of the people. Good things 
have been done at Tariffville under the care of Rev. A. B. Todd. 
A stronger bond of union prevails, a floating debt has been re- 
moved, and the Hartford Association has been entertained. 
Bloomfield has enjoyed and been blessed in the leadership of Rev. 
H. M. Wolf, Jr. Since January first Mr. W. S. Middlemass, a Bap- 
tist student in the Hartford Theological Seminary, has been the 
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acting pastor of the West Hartford church. There are several 
signs of blessing and progress. 

Cheshire has long been a cause for anxiety. The church is both 
young and small. It was becoming smaller by deaths and re- 
movals, with apparently none to take their places. For the last 
four weeks Rev. A. F. Baker, our State Evangelist, has been doing 
his best for the church. Already the baptistry has been used, the 
church has new life, and hitherto strange voices are heard in prayer 
and testimony. This proves our contention that consecrated in- 
dustry and faith can prevail against the most adverse conditions. 
Many small churches suffer because of sloth. More industry on 
the part of pastors and members would mean a revolution in many 
churches. Oh, for more Andrews and Phillips! more wrestling 
Jacobs and prevailing Israels. 

Naugatuck church is small, has its trials, but evidences great 
heroism. The first few months of the year Mr. Francis Ford 
served them. Several devoted members of the First Church, Wa- 
terbury, aided in keeping their services going. In June Rev. C. C. 
Smith began the pastorate. Already we are pleased to hear of 
signs of promise. This little church is well removed from all other 
churches, and is situated in the midst of a section that greatly needs 
the gospel. This church has suffered somewhat, as have other 
small churches, by the failure of Baptists living near. They go 
some distance to a church of another denomination, or remain at 
home, rather than exert themselves to make the struggling interest 
a force for righteousness. Can anyone tell us what value such 
conviction and lack of loyalty have in the Christian economy? It 
is but just that all should know that to Mr. Isaac A. Morse is due 
the credit, under God, for having kept this interest alive for these 
years. Well advanced in life, toiling hard for his bread, and living 
far from the church, he has borne the burden of raising funds to 
keep the church going. More such men in our churches would 
mean a revolution. 

At Shelton the work has gone steadily on. Rev. T. A. T. Hanna 
has felt constrained to give up the pastorate. They are now look- 
ing for a leader. With their improved facilities, credit for which 
is largely due to the retiring pastor, it would seem as though they 
ought to make rapid progress. Shelton, Derby, and vicinity have 
many Baptists who could make that a strong church. 

At the beginning of the year, at the request of the pastor, the 
Old Lyme church released the Convention from the necessity of 
granting further aid during the present pastorate. This was a 
heroic thing for the pastor to do without any assurance that the 
difference would be made good in any other way. 

With the end of the year Rev. F. H. Cooper closed his pastorate 
of four years at Poquonnock Bridge. Fresh blessings have come 
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to the church during the year. The future for this church ought 
to be full of good things. A new trolley line passing the church 
doors, a new round-house for the railroad, and new families, should 
make for progress to this, the only church in the place. 

Rev. N. B. Prindle has been faithfully trying to revive and re- 
organize the old Ledyard church. Progress has been slow, for the 
work is largely pioneer. The most promising feature is the Bible 
school among the children. A few friends kindly aided the pastor 
in securing a horse and wagon for this work. It would seem wise 
to pursue the effort a little longer, and place the final responsi- 
bility upon the community. 

Sterling Hill has recently been visited for two weeks by Evan- 
gelist Baker. Pastor Darrow is much encouraged, and some are 
to be baptized. 

The work among our Swedish brethren has gone on with the 
usual good results. They are a noble people, whom it is a joy to 
help. They ask for nothing which they can provide for themselves. 
The time is soon coming when they will be a source of great 
strength to our denomination and the American-speaking churches. 
Rev. Robert Larson came to Meriden in January to succeed Rev. 
Wm. Kohler. Already large things have been accomplished. 
Spiritual prosperity has resulted in numerical increase. About 
$800 have been expended upon their house of worship, nearly all 
of which has been paid, and now they offer grateful appreciation 
for the help given them, and say, “ henceforth we will try to walk 
alone.” We believe their future is big with promise. Rev. Emil 
Friborg and his people are gaining signal victories at New Haven. 
Their enlarging work is already taxing the capacity of their house 
of worship. We have no doubt they will find the way to secure a 
better equipment as the need compels. At Hartford Rev. John 
Friborg and his people are maintaining a high order of things. 
They reduced their mortgage in January by the payment of $1,000. 
The church has wisely increased the pastor’s salary. Rev. J. E. 
Klingberg is leading the New Britain people in a conquering 
fashion. They also paid $1,000 on their debt at the beginning of 
the year. Out of the generosity and tender-heartedness of the 
pastor and his wife, early in the year, they took into their home 
two homeless young children. This seems to have been God’s way 
for laying the foundation for a noble, philanthropic work. From 
that beginning has come the establishment of a Children’s Home. 
A house has been rented, help employed, and the funds provided, 
until the needs of a large number of children are supplied. This is 
one of New Britain’s Institutions. Pastor Klingberg’s eyes were 
open to see the need; prayer and faith have furnished the help and 
money. At Waterbury Rev. A. O. Lawrence has wrought so well 
that the beginning of a new day is breaking. He is a veritable 
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Moses. More will be said about this field and its work elsewhere 
in this report. 

Rev. C. A. Gruhn seems to have been wisely chosen as the 
leader for the work among the German people of Bridgeport, and 
success is attending their efforts. 

Very little has been done among the German Baptists of Wa- 
terbury and Seymour. Except for the occasional services of some 
other German pastor, they have had no preaching. They are anx- 
ious for a leader once more. We shall have to depend very largely 
upon the wisdom and help of the German Atlantic Conference in 
the solution of this problem. 

Attempts have been made to induce other churches to keep their 
doors open for the service of some Baptist minister. Our efforts 
have not been as successful as we hoped. In some cases, at least, 
the fault is with the church. The New Canaan church has given us 
pain of heart because of their unwillingness to be blessed or to be a 
blessing. Through the winter the house was closed. Since April 
they have held Sunday morning prayer meetings only. In August 
the Convention asked that they make it possible for our Italian 
Missionary at Stamford to have the use of the house for services 
for the Italians on Wednesday evenings. This was denied. Our 
request was followed by a demand for the keys to the building, 
which is owned by the Convention. Since the surrender of the 
keys, the little remnant left of the church have refused to continue 
services in the house. The Convention’s claim is not only backed 
by an absolute deed, but by the fact that all through the history of 
the church, aid has been given amounting to more than the prop- 
erty is worth. We only asked that they display the same mis- 
sionary spirit as had been displayed in their behalf. 

December first our French Missionary, Rev. T. Tetrault, ac- 
cepted the pastorate of the French Baptist Church at New Bed- 
ford, Mass. A month later Rev. B. F. Benoit came to our mission 
at Putnam and Danielson. He has won a large place for himself 
in the respect and appreciation of both the French and American 
people. The work among the French is by no means easy. It is 
difficult to get Rome to open the heart to Christ and his gospel 
and turn away from her idols and superstition. Give our mission- 
ary a large place in your prayers. 

With steadfastness, Rev. A. Roca has continued the successful 
leadership of the Italian work in Hartford. There are new tokens 
o.f blessing and victory from time to time. No mistake was made 
when Rev. A. DiDomenica was secured for the Italian mission in 
New Haven. He and his efficient wife are building up a substan- 
tial work among their countrymen. A body of young men who 
would be the pride of any church are being won and trained for 
Christian usefulness. Rev. V. DiDomenica is holding the fort at 
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Stamford with commendable faithfulness. It will be years before 
the Stamford field recovers from the violence done at the hands 
of others. A promising Bible school is doing much for the chil- 
dren, and our chief hope is in them. Miss E. Isabelle Young is 
doing faithful service for this department. 

Special Interests. 

Mt. Calvary Baptist Church of Norwich found itself under a 
distressing burden of debt after having accomplished necessary 
repairs to their house of worship. Owing to the clamor of their 
creditors and their own limitations, they were compelled to turn to 
the Baptists of Norwich and the Convention for help. Our Board 
made the promise to pay the last $100 of their floating debt, the 
appropriation to be made from the Colored Church Fund. In their 
extremity, during the winter, when few of their members were em- 
ployed, and, under the encouragement of the Convention’s pledge, 
they gave themselves to prayer and work for souls. As a result 
they have had the largest revival in the history of the church. 
Fifty persons have been baptized. This is the second largest num- 
ber of baptisms reported this year in the state. It is needless to say 
they are now ready to meet the conditions on which help was prom- 
ised. The pastor, Rev. J. F. Robinson, has been a devoted, self- 
sacrificing, and efficient leader. 

One of the youngest churches in the state is the Grace Church 
of Waterbury. In a little more than two years they have pur- 
chased a lot and erected a well-appointed house of worship in a 
good location. The entire plant has cost $6,600, of which they have 
paid $2,600, and other expenses besides. Your Board deemed it 
wise to help those who are trying to help themselves, and have, 
therefore, offered to give the last $100 on a payment of $1,000 on 
the mortgage; provided such payment is made on or before Jan- 
uary 1, 1905. This also is a charge against the Colored Church 
Fund. A good work of grace has been wrought, as will be seen 
by reference to the table. 

Shiloh Church of Hartford has long been burdened by an $1,800 
mortgage on which they are paying eight per cent, interest in 
monthly installments. These payments have not only been ex- 
cessively burdensome, but irregular as well. In order to relieve 
them somewhat, and make it possible to place the mortgage at 
better terms, your board has promised to pay the last $100 toward 
a payment of $800 on the principal; provided such payment is made 
on or before January 1, I9°S- The Honorable James L. Howard, 
ever awake to the cry of the needy, authorized the Board to prom- 
ise $100 for him on the same conditions. Rev. S. W. Smith gave up 
the pastorate in July and is now succeeded by the Rev. W. A. 
Harrod, formerly of Milford. He is a devoted brother, capable 
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and true, and we commend him to the confidence of all, and hope 
they may secure the needed funds. In case the whole debt is paid, 
or the investment made elsewhere, the mortgagee has agreed to 
give $100. Shiloh Church can do a good work if it is relieved in its 
attempt to raise interest. 

The need for an Italian chapel in New Haven has long been felt. 
The American churches are doing all that could be expected in 
furnishing hospitality to our Italian brethren. In some cases these 
churches are not accessible to the Italian colony, and even if they 
were, they would be required for their own use at the time when 
the Italians most needed them. At present the New Haven Baptist 
Union is paying $180 per year for hall rent for this work. Two 
years ago the Board promised to give $1,000 for such chapel, pro- 
vided the New Haven Baptists would raise $2,500 for the same 
purpose. This they are now doing. This year the Board reaf- 
firmed its promise, and may be expected to fulfill it at an early date. 
In the meantime the American Baptist Home Mission Society has 
promised to give $750 to the enterprise. By this investment of the 
Lord’s money, the work among the Italians will be more largely 
furthered and rent saved. Surely there are men and women in 
Connecticut who will make it possible for the Convention to con- 
summate its purpose. 

For more than ten years a heroic band of Swedes in the First 
Church of Waterbury have been trying to reach their countrymen. 
Much of the time they have had a Swedish pastor, and the First 
Church has given such hospitality as was possible with their own 
increasing work. More than a year ago it became necessary to 
provide other facilities. The Y. M. C. A. hall was the only place 
to be found. Limited privileges were secured at a cost of $180 per 
year. With an edifice, there is reason to expect a large measure 
of success, but without it little can be done. Your Board and the 
Home Mission Society advised a forward movement and promised 
to give $1,000 and $750 respectively, on condition that the First 
Church of Waterbury give $1,000, and that the Swedes themselves 
raise enough to make their own cash investment $2,500, and that, 
when completed for use, the total indebtedness on the same should 
not exceed $2,500. All of this was to be accomplished on or be- 
fore January 1, 1905. A house and lot were purchased at a cost 
of $3,500, and the house has been moved to the rear of the lot, and, 
when remodeled, will rent for $12 to $15 per month. Plans for a 
building have been perfected, the contract let for the erection and 
equipment of the first story, which will be used until sufficient 
strength has been gained to complete the undertaking. Promise 
has been made that they shall have the use of their new church 
home January first next. Already the Swedes have more than 
$2,000 and expect to exceed our requirement. The First Church is

ready to meet its share. Where are the Christian stewards who 
will enable the Convention to do its part? It is greatly to be re- 
gretted that the Convention has no edifice fund from which such 
appropriations could be made. The person who entrusts to the 
hands of the Connecticut Baptist Convention $10,000 as such a fund 
will erect vastly more than marble shafts to his memory. 

New Enterprises. 

During the year six new Italian missions have been opened. 
Since December last a promising mission has been carried on by 
Rev. A. DiDomenica in the First Church, Waterbury, in addition 
to his New Haven work, and some have been baptized. A mis- 
sionary for Waterbury is our need, but it seems impossible to get 
him from either side of the Atlantic. The Christian cause would 
be greatly furthered if we only had a department in some of our 
Theological Seminaries which would give special attention to the 
training of Italian workers. Since the first of January Rev. A. 
Roca has enlarged his field by going twice a week to Meriden and 
laboring among his countrymen. For five months the services 
were held in the First Church, but this was so far from the Italian 
colony that it was found necessary to secure a place of meeting 
elsewhere. We now have the use of a hall in the Italian colony at 
$1 per Sunday, and the attendance and interest have greatly in- 
creased. 

Rev. V. DiDomenica holds a preaching service at South Nor- 
walk every Sunday afternoon. The Springwood Chapel has been 
placed at our disposal at $1 per week. Since June Brother DiDo- 
menica has visited Banksville twice a month, often going on foot, 
in order that he might do something for the two hundred or more 
Italians in that community. Recently he has opened a mission at 
New Canaan, thus having four missions under his care. In the 
case of all the foregoing new missions the Convention and Home 
Mission Society have paid the traveling and other expenses, the 
missionaries performing their service without extra compensation. 
We could not ask for nobler devotion to the cause. 

On the first of July Rev. Joseph Rapp was given a Commission 
and sent to New London, where he has labored faithfully since, 
commending himself to the American people, and securing a 
goodly following among his own countrymen. This is the first 
work among the Italians in this state east of the Connecticut 
River. Besides these goodly beginnings, there are at least six 
cities in the state that are white ready to harvest, and nothing is 
being done for them, nor are we doing anything for the Hebrews, 
Poles, and numerous other races. 
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Departments. 

( a ) Bible School. 

At the beginning of the year an appeal was made to all the 
Baptist Bible Schools in the state, asking if they deemed it wise 
for the Convention to engage a “ State Evangelist and Bible School 
Worker,” and, if so, would they contribute a definite sum for the 
support of such department. The responses were hearty and sub- 
stantial, about three-fourths of the schools responding. The re- 
sults of the work having more than demonstrated the wisdom of 
the plan, the appeal has been renewed for the present year with 
equally promising results. The Bible Schools are thus providing 
upwards of $700, the cost being about $1,300 per year. Churches 
served are required to make a special “ Thank Offering ” for the 
work. This sum is deducted from the cost, and the Home Mission 
Society pays one-third of the difference. There is both a purpose 
and desire to be of service to our Bible Schools in other than evan- 
gelistic ways. The possible and practical are not easy to discover. 
The matter will be brought before the Convention in another form, 
and it is to be hoped that some intelligent and helpful conclusion 
may be reached. We trust that this enlargement of our work, 
which has been made possible only by our Bible Schools, will be 
made permanent. 

(&) Young People. 

The increasing need for mission work among the foreigners 
can only be met by an enlarged supporting constituency. This has 
impelled your Board to make an appeal to the Young People’s So- 
cieties of the state to join in the establishment and support of a 
Young People’s Department for the purpose of maintaining one or 
more missionaries. Already a large number of the societies have 
responded, pledging themselves to definite support. We expect to 
designate certain workers as representatives of the young people. 
The combined efforts of all our Baptist Young People will not only 
enable the Convention to do a larger work, but will, of necessity, 
strengthen and solidify our denomination, by such federation. We 
are grateful for the hearty response, and we trust that it may be 
unanimous. 

( c ) Women’s Societies. 

Why not? One of the greatest difficulties confronting our mis- 
sionaries is the need for efficient and consecrated women who can 
go among the mothers and children of foreigners, carrying Chris- 
tianity to them in a way that is impossible for our men to do. The 
present resources of the Convention forbid the employment of such 
workers. Is there not here a large field for the consideration of 
our many Woman’s Societies which are doing so much to further 
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the Kingdom to the ends of the earth? Is it not true that each of 
our Woman’s Societies is raising in the state annually nearly as 
much as the whole denomination is giving to save Connecticut? Is 
it not equally true that none of this money is expended for mission 
work within our own boundaries? The claims of Cuba, Mexico, 
the far west, and Alaska are not to be denied. But what of the 
thousands of unchristian women and children found in our large 
cities? Good sisters, take this matter upon your hearts. 

Church Incorporation. 

The importance of each church availing itself of the privileges 
of incorporation, as provided by recent statute, cannot be over- 
stated. The process is simple and inexpensive. The present in- 
definiteness of the legal standing of many of our churches is the 
strongest argument for the incorporation of the same and the aban- 
donment of Ecclesiastical Societies and their substitutes. 

Some time ago our attention was directed to the Newtown Bap- 
tist Church, which has been without service for years, and its 
property going to decay. A petition to the Superior Court signed 
by all the living members of the church, asking the court to transfer 
the property to the Convention, was refused consideration solely on 
the ground that the church was unincorporated, and therefore had 
no legal standing. The church also had a trust fund on deposit 
in the savings bank with eight years’ accumulated interest, amount- 
ing to $137. The Probate Court furnished the only remedy for 
past neglect. Through it, the trusteeship was transferred to the 
Convention and the money saved to the denomination, to which it 
rightfully belonged. But the property can only be saved by usur- 
pation and assuming all the liabilities therefor. This would not 
have been if the church had been incorporated. This is only one 
of many cases to be found in our denomination in Connecticut 
where churches, some of which were once strong, in possession of 
more or less property, and, in many cases having trust funds, are 
now entirely beyond reach or benefit to the denomination because 
their property and funds are in the hands of societies or individuals 
who are beyond the reach of law, and are out of sympathy with the 
denomination. In some cases they have received thousands of 
dollars of denominational bounty. It is not only important that 
all our churches avail themselves of this advantage, but it may be 
considered necessary that incorporation and the direct possession 
and control of property and funds, except in special cases, be made 
a condition of future Convention aid. The need for Ecclesiastical 
Societies and other substitutes no longer exists. 
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Evangelistic Work. 

The results of the year’s work in our smaller churches and mis- 
sions have been most gratifying. This is only the beginning of 
what ought to be. One hundred and fifty-two have been added to 
our aided churches and missions by baptism. This is a large in- 
crease over previous years. There has been a gain in evangelistic 
results throughout the state, but the self-sustaining churches have 
not made the proportional gain that has been made through the 
Convention work. Rev. C. C. Maxfield became our “ State Evan- 
gelist ” January first and was in our service six months. During 
this period he held meetings with the following churches: Central 
Norwich, Central Thompson, Eastford, Westford, Plainfield Union, 
Warrenville, Colchester, Mansfield, First North Stonington, Po- 
quonnock Bridge, and Bloomfield. In most instances definite and 
very helpful results were secured. The possibility of saving souls 
in many of these small and scattered fields was clearly demon- 
strated. In some of these communities there was an unusual re- 
ligious awakening. The Superintendent has also aided the follow- 
ing churches in special meetings: Putnam, South Norwalk, New 
London (union of two churches), First Norwich, Central Norwich, 
Memorial Hartford, and Chester. In nearly all the places where 
the Evangelist and Superintendent have worked, some have been 
baptized as a direct result. In all, more than eighty have been 
received by baptism into other than Convention churches. Men- 
tion should also be made of the most excellent service rendered 
by our lamented brother, Rev. C. H. Peckham, at Wethersfield, in 
April, under the direction of the Convention. Statistics cannot 
give the results to the church and community. Only those who 
know the field can appreciate the real worth of the effort. Five 
have been baptized. One of the evangelistic results in our Conven- 
tion work for the year, then, has been the addition of more than 
two hundred and thirty on confession of faith. 

We are glad to announce that the call given to Rev. A. F. Baker 
of Kentville, Nova Scotia, last June, has been accepted, and that he 
has been at work since September first. He is with us today, and 
will be heard with interest. Up to the present time he has de- 
voted himself to two of the most difficult fields in the state, Ster- 
ling and Cheshire. In spite of the early season and every human 
discouragement, definite results have been gained. Each church 
has visited or will visit the baptismal waters. At Cheshire a Bible 
School has been established. We are satisfied that Evangelist 
Baker’s services will furnish gratifying results through the year. 
Too large a place cannot be given him, and the work, in the pray- 
ers of all our people. 

There can be no doubt that one of the greatest needs of all our 
churches is a general awakening to soul saving, and this, not more 
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along professional lines, than by the recognition on the part of all 
church members that they have been saved in order that they may 
be a means by which others shall be saved. We need a great re- 
vival of personal work for souls. 

Finance. 

The year has been one of anxiety. At the beginning we had in 
the treasury, in cash and pledges, about $500. In spite of the fact 
that we have had a year of unusual religious prosperity there has 
been a distressing falling off in many of our church offerings. 
This is all the more painful in view of the fact that we had planned 
enlargement rather than retrenchment. Had it not been for the 
aid rendered by the Bible Schools and the help of the Home Mis- 
sion Society, the employment of an Evangelist would have been an 
impossibility, or we would now have been facing a heavy debt. As 
it is, we are obliged to appeal to liberal stewards for private sub- 
scriptions to meet the pledges made for chapels at Waterbury and 
New Haven. 

At the June meeting of the Executive Committee the Superin- 
tendent was directed to raise such subscription before this meeting. 
Circumstances, however, made it seem better to the President and 
Superintendent that such effort be deferred until after the annual 
meeting. In view of the excellent results of the past year, will any 
one deny the wisdom of the present claims? Is it not reasonable 
to suppose that many of the twenty-five thousand and more Bap- 
tists represented here today have the means and will heartily make 
speedy provision for these obligations? 

The exceedingly small proportions of our Permanent Fund are 
their own commentary. Early in the year your Board adopted a 
basis on which to receive annuity gifts. The basis of this plan is set 
forth in the leaflets distributed here today. They will be furnished 
to others from time to time, and any further explanations given 
upon application to the Secretary. Are there not many in Con- 
necticut who have funds, the income of which they now need, 
which, if they understood the annuity plan, they would gladly de- 
vote to the cause of Christ in Connecticut? An annuity is cheaper, 
safer, more productive to the donor, and more certain than a be- 
quest. So far as possible, administer your own estate. 

We gladly acknowledge the following gifts for the year: 

$1,000 FROM MISS HELEN BEEBE, AN ANNUITY, TO 
BE KNOWN AS THE HELEN BEEBE FUND. 

$5,000, AN ANNUITY, FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
THE “ALMIRA AND HENRY WESTCOTT MEMORIAL 
FUND.” 

$5,000, A TRUST FUND, to establish the “ A. E. AND H. T. 
WESTCOTT FUND.” This fund is for the benefit of the East 
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Killingly church under certain specified conditions. In case these 
conditions are not complied with, the income reverts to the Con- 
vention. 

$10,000, BY BEQUEST, FROM LEVI A. HALL, MANS- 
FIELD, Conn. By vote of the Board, this sum is to be added to 
the Permanent Fund, and is to bear the testator’s name. This gift 
is probably one of the largest ever made to the Convention, and is 
a noble benefaction from one of the members o'f a little church on 
a “ hill top.” This gift was but one-fourth of the sum set aside for 
denominational enterprises by the wills of Mr. and Mrs. Hall, 
whose deaths were separated by only thirteen days. The estate 
has not been fully settled, but, it is confidently expected, the money 
will soon be paid over. This splendid example of Christian stew- 
ardship deserves emulation by many. 

It was a pleasant surprise to the President, recently, to receive 
an anonymous letter containing a New York draft for $250 for the 
work of the Convention. Such anonymous letters are no offense. 
We admire the humility; we appreciate the generosity. “ Go thou 
and do likewise.” 

It is indeed gratifying to know that the Permanent Fund of the 
Convention is growing. For the last two years no bequest or spe- 
cial gift has been used up in general work, but be it remembered 
that the income from this enlarged fund is only a small annual 
addition to meet what is needed. What is most needed and longed 
for are the generous annual contributions of the living, at least, the 
equal of fifty cents a member from every Baptist in Connecticut. 
It is a matter of great distress to the officers of the Convention to 
see the great needs, listen to earnest appeals, anticipate the possible 
harvests, and be denied the privilege of response. Even the work 
of God’s Kingdom cannot be prosecuted without money. Con- 
necticut Baptists have all needed funds; will they put it into the 
Lord’s hands that He may multiply it for His own glory? 

Open Doors. 

The work already begun among the foreigners calls loudly for 
better facilities and more missionaries. This need must be sup- 
plied. There are still many cities in the state with large colonies 
of foreigners for whom nothing is being done. Have we not a 
duty in this direction? The call is from God. Will not the hearts 
of the people respond? 

For ten years the Swedes have maintained a branch of the First 
Church of Bristol. They have held regular services, accumulated 
funds, and paid for an admirably situated building lot. All of this 
they have done without a pastor. For broken periods they have 
enjoyed the services of neighboring Swedish pastors. They be- 
lieve the time has come when they should have a pastor of their 
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own and prosecute a more aggressive policy. In this view the 
officers of the Convention concur. If their appeal for help to sup- 
port a pastor and rent a hall for worship is granted, it will require 
an unusual outlay on the part of the Convention and Home Mis- 
sion Society, for a while, at least. The splendid work already ac- 
complished by other Swedish organizations, together with the 
character of those comprising this little band, are our guarantee 
that the investment will pay. 

Greenwich, situated in the extreme southwestern part of the 
state, has a population of about five thousand and no Baptist 
church, save a small organization of colored people. Our attention 
has been called to this fact several times. At a recent meeting of 
the Executive Committee the Secretary was directed to have a 
religious canvass made of the place. Rev. J. W. Payne took such 
a census in September. It was discovered that there are between 
sixty-five and seventy-five Baptists living there, several of whom 
are desirous of having a Baptist church, while others were found 
who are Baptistic in their preferences. Quite a number of wealthy 
Baptists have summer homes in Greenwich, where they spend from 
six to eight months of the year. During such residence they at- 
tend and support churches of other denominations, because they 
have none of their own. Greenwich must increasingly become a 
place of homes for city people. With present conditions many ex- 
cellent people and much money are lost to the denomination 
through the lack indicated. Is it wise to neglect Greenwich 
longer? It is safe to presume that a church will not be organized 
unless the Convention takes the initiative. Success here would 
require the same heroism and investment that planted the churches 
at Winsted and Torrington. It is only fair to suppose that, upon 
the wise and vigorous undertaking of a new organization, with a 
suitable building, several of the wealthy Baptists would not only be 
drawn to identify themselves therewith, but also would give sub- 
stantial help. They await a leader, and we believe the Convention 
should be that leader. Is it not time to act in this matter? 

OPEN DOORS! More work and better facilities among the 
foreigners; a pastor and facilities for a Swedish church in Bristol; 
an organization and edifice at Greenwich. 

A Word of Gratitude. 

It is to be wondered whether our people fully realize to what 
extent Connecticut is a real mission field. How many of us under- 
stand that fully sixty-five per cent, of the one million people are of 
foreign birth or parentage? Of this number, how many hundred 
thousands there are who scarcely speak English! In recognition 
of this fact and its corresponding need, the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society is expending annually in Connecticut more 
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than $3,100 in aid of our work, to make no mention of their other 
gifts for chapel building and debt raising. This sum is nearly as 
much as the Society is getting from Connecticut to save North 
America for Christ. This help is not only bestowed upon the work 
among the foreigners, but upon our English-speaking, churches as 
well. Words are inadequate to express the gratitude we own our 
Home Mission Society for its generous cooperation. Let us awake 
to the facts. 

It should also be remembered that it is not the “ barren hill- 
tops ” that are the denominational burden of mission work in Con- 
necticut. In several of our largest cities the Convention is paying 
out much more for work done there than is contributed by the 
combined offerings of all the Baptists in those cities. The little 
offerings from the “ hill top ” churches make up this city deficit. 
Verily, ( Our cities, in spite of their wealth and luxury, are in many 
cases mission fields. Help cometh from beyond. Let no one for- 
get that three gifts to the Convention this year, which aggregate 
$20,000, came from the country districts, and that, too, from the 
smallest and weakest association in the state. Brethren, if the 
strong are not able to help “bear the infirmities of the weak,” at 
least, we ought to join hands with them and do as well as they. 

Tomorrow we must turn back to our homes and churches to 
make the record for another year. Think not of the heavy bur- 
dens, but look at the whitening fields. This year’s harvest may be 
the last one you will ever help to gather. Garnered fields mean 
conquered difficulties and cast-off burdens. God is sufficient for 
all our need. In faith we now turn to the toil.

In view of the blessings of God upon the work of the past 
year, the President called upon Rev. G. M. Stone, D.D., to lead 
in a prayer of thanksgiving. 

Rev. G. H. Ferris, as Chairman of the Committee on Nomi- 
nations, presented the following report :

Voted , That Rev. G. H. Ferris be instructed to cast the 
ballot for the above list of officers. Upon his doing so they 
were declared elected. 

In accepting the position President Spencer said : 

I had confidently expected to retire from the position this year. 
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I thought foui' years of service enough; but some thought I ought 
to round out five years; the committee have settled upon my con- 
tinuing in the position another year. In some respects it has been 
pleasant for me to be in touch with the work of the Convention; 
it has been upon my heart very much, and especially on account of 
the discouraging feature in the matter of finances. You must lay 
this upon your hearts this year. I accept the position, and thank 
you for your continued confidence. 

An offering was received, amounting to $33.32. 

After singing “ Onward Christian Soldiers,” Rev. F. Lent 
read the fifth chapter of Revelation and offered prayer. 

Rev. R. A. Ashworth preached the annual sermon from 
Matt., 28 20 ; Heb., 7:25: 

ABSTRACT OF SERMON. 

Matt., 28:20: “ Lo, I am with you alway. Heb., 7:2 5: “He 
ever liveth to make intercession for us.” 

Rationalism’s great word for Jesus is Teacher and Example. 
Revelation’s great word is Saviour. The width of the universe 
divides them. 

Study the Bible story by laboratory methods and you find a 
Nazarene peasant, who lived a spotless life, who knew God at first 
hand, who revealed Him to men, and who gave men the pattern 
life. What does this mean for the spiritual life? That Jesus was 
a man like other men; was in life and remains what we are, only he 
is not in degree what we are. He has done for us two things: 
(1) freed us from misconceptions of God and mediated to us a 
knowledge of God’s love and holy character, and (2) given us the 
model life for us to copy. This done, his significance for us ceases. 
In the words of Harnack, “ Only the Father, not Jesus, belongs 
to the gospel.” Is there for man a real gospel here? Is there 
more gospel, “good news,” than in Jewish legalism which pre- 
sented the ideal, but no help in attaining it? He does not help 
me if He cannot do more than this. I need a teacher but I need a 
Saviour more. I have always known better than I have ever done. 
I need not only a compass to tell me where to steer, but sails to 
propel me in that direction. 

The Gospel of God’s word presents not a teacher and example 
only, but a Saviour. It tells us that He is different from all other 
men, even the greatest. Of no other can it be said, “ He ever liveth 
to make intercession for us.” From no other lips would these 
words gain credence, “ Lo, I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” Other men have left behind them the after- 
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effe’cts of their lives. We read never of the after effects of 
the life of Jesus, but only the present effects, produced 
from His present abode in Heaven. He ever lives to persuade 
us of the truth of his teaching, and to help us to realize it in our 
lives. Jesus as Example is of no value unless he is infinitely 
more — a Saviour. This means for the spiritual life that Jesus is 
divine. “Jesus has for the Christian consciousness the religious 
value of God.” 

It means more than this — namely, the possibility of the living 
presence of Jesus in the human soul, redeeming our pathetic fail- 
ures, accomplishing His will in us. 

It means not less for the Church. If the words of the text are 
not true, only despair results. Without a living and present 
Saviour the Church can win no victories. 

No one can carry out the glorious program of the Kingdom 
except He who planned it. Only the general who has planned the 
campaign can win its victories. 

Jesus will never forsake His Church. He who walks in the 
midst of the Churches will carry the Churches forward to triumph. 

An ever-present Christ explains the mystery of the efficiency 
of gospel preaching. The wprd is potent because He is present. 
He makes it a living word because we have in Him not only a 
teacher, an example to follow, but an ever-living and present 
Saviour to strengthen and direct us, we take the task he assigns 
us cheerfully and hopefully. 

Did we in our own strength confide, 

Our striving would be losing; 

Were not the right man on our side, 

The man of God’s own choosing. 

Dost ask who that may be? 

Christ Jesus, it is He! 

Lord Sabbaoth is His name; 

From age to age the same; 

And He must win the battle. 

Rev. R. A. Ashworth offered prayer. 

After singing, “ Jesus, Thy Name I Love,” Rev. Walter 
Gay offered prayer and pronounced the benediction, and the 
Convention adjourned until 2.30 p. m. 


TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 

The Convention assembled at 2.35 p. m. President Spencer 
was in the chair. 
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After singing, “All Hail the Power of Jesus' Name," Rev. 
A. Roca led in prayer. 

Prof. Wni H. Doane, President of the Ohio State Con- 
vention, was introduced, and spoke of the evangelistic spirit 
prevailing in Ohio. He also led in singing “ Rescue the 
Perishing.” 

The Report of the Board was discussed in two addresses. 

Rev. G. H. Ferris spoke of “ The Patriotism of State 
Missions.” He showed how cheap life was in ancient days, 
and followed it by the question, “ What is the value of a man 
now in our own land ? ” and then, “ How much is a man worth 
in Connecticut?” and, by illustrations, showed that life is held 
very cheap. “We are working marvels in redeeming waste 
land ; we ought to become as wise in redeeming men as we are 
in redeeming waste land.” 

Rev. W. A. Spinney discussed “ State Missions as a Busi- 
ness Enterprise.” He showed the elements necessary for suc- 
cess in business enterprises, and the same things are necessary 
in State Convention work. In the State we have lacked the 
necessary capital to prosecute the work. I would suggest four 
things : train the people to know the needs of the work ; teach 
them the recognition of stewardship ; help them to faithfulness 
to duty ; a means of communication between the management 
and the constituency : this would make it possible for the 
pastor to be so familiar with all this work that he could talk 
freely with his people about it. 

Rev. F. H. Divine made a statement of the financial con- 
dition of the State Convention. There appears to be a deficit 
of $1,000. We began the year with $500 in the treasury. By 
the help of Bible Schools the evangelistic work has more 
than paid for itself ; besides, some funds have been received for 
next'wear’s work, so that the Convention has not paid for the 
work of the year within $1,800. It does not mean that the 
work has been increased, for it has not been. Is not the work 
that adds two hundred and thirty-two to our churches by 
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baptism worth paying for? I do not like to turn back to the 
work fettered by debt. 

Rev. G. W. Nicholson made an earnest appeal that the de- 
ficit be made up at once ; and Dea. G. M. Morse seconded this 
with earnest words, and then emphasized his words by giving 
$150 for that object. 

Time was given for the raising of this sum. At length 
it was possible to announce that $1,997.29 had been pledged or 
paid in, and all joined in singing “ Praise God, from Whom 
All Blessings Flow.” 

Rev. H. M. Thompson, as Chairman of the Committee on 
Nomination of Trustees, presented the following report :

Rev. Oscar Haywood, D.D., as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Home and Foreign Missions, presented the report. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON HOME AND FOREIGN 

MISSIONS. 

We suggest that universally in the Mission cause there is 
demanded today a change of emphasis. The Church has lost the 
inspiration of the predominant and determining motive, while 
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trying to elevate into the chief place a subordinate appeal. The 
humane instinct, in no sense peculiar to Christians, is geneially 
used as both fulcrum and lever. A mere humanition may gh e 
and labor for the publishing of a heathen religion among the 
nations on the plea that any religion is better than none. Authority 
not sympathy, duty not sentiment, is the true missionary motive, 
and by this it is lifted beyond and above all competition with old 
heathenisms and false religions. Let the ministers furnish the 
Churches with Biblical reasons for their devotion to the Missionary 
enterprise in lieu of political and philanthropic reasons, d he 
motives moving the early church in the work of world-wide evan- 
gelization were two — Divine authority and fulfillment of promise. 
One was behind, the other before. One inhered in the final com- 
mand of the risen Master: “Go!”; the other in the final promise 
from the glorified Master in Heaven: “Behold, I come quickly. 
Between the third and seventeenth centuries there was very little 
campaigning done for Jesus Christ, because one or both these 
motives were lost through unbelief, or eclipsed by tradition and 
superstition. The Church was busy taking care of her ti easui es, 
or absorbed in the contemplation of the past — the cross and the 
grave and the ideas that cluster there — losing sight of the throne 
and Him who sits thereon, and who is coming again. And when 
this authority and this hope of the early church were brought to 
light in the experiences of the forerunners of modern Missions, 
the beginning results were paralleled. And it seems that if we are 
to suffer a depression of zeal and a waning of faith, it will be be- 
cause we become indifferent as to Divine authority and unbeliev- 
ing as to Divine promise. 

Paul designates himself a bond servant of Jesus Christ in the 
opening words of the Epistle to the Romans, and it is only in the 
obedience and the confidence of a bond servant that he bears his 
Master’s message beyond the limits of Jewry, and dares to summon 
the imperial nations of the West to bend their knees at the name 
of Jesus. It has been in this spirit that faithful apostles of Jesus 
Christ have gone forth into all lands since Paul s day, and it is in 
this spirit that they must go out still. Not all the conquests which 
the gospel has made during these later centuries can furnish a 
motive that may take its place. No emotion of pity or desire could 
have availed to send the disciples of Christ forth in every age to 
preach the gospel. 

That the love of mankind must be emphasized goes without 
saying, but it must be derivative, learnt from communion with the 
Master. 

Christ and not Christianity is the source of the Missionary 
motive: a person and not a system: the obedience of faith and not 
the exposition of principles. In our day, as in Paul s, the Church 
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must understand that humble obedience has the solution of many 
a difficulty which is insoluble to speculation, and that the vindica- 
tion of God's will can only be seen after the doing of it. 

The stamp of insincerity must mark all effort, in this field, that 
is based upon worked-up sentimentalism. Let the Church be 
sincere and its religion will be contagious, and in order to be sin- 
cere the Church must rest upon the Divine command, and then 
only will she receive the fulfillment of promise. 

From a statistical summary, made up from associational letters, 
etc., your committee ascertain that the contributions to Foreign 
Missions have increased three hundred dollars over last year, and 
that for Home Missions there is a decrease of thirteen hundred 
dollars. 

We recommend that the Woman's Societies in the Churches 
undertake for the ensuing year an educational campaign in behalf 
of Missions, by the liberal distribution of literature and by per- 
sonal work.

Resolved, That the Board of Trustees of this Convention be 
requested to make an appropriation, in their discretion, of not to 
exceed $300.00, and that the same be placed at the disposal of the 
Bible-school Committee and the Superintendent for the purpose 
of securing the services of a Bible-school specialist to hold a series 
of conferences throughout the State during the coming year in the 
interest of our Bible-schools. 

The resolution was laid on the table. 

Voted, That the other items of this afternoon’s program 
be carried over until tomorrow afternoon. 

After prayer and benediction the Convention adjourned 
until 7.15 p. M.

Messenger led in prayer ; again all joined in singing “ Stand 
Up, Stand Up for Jesus.” 

Rev. W. F. Rowley, as Chairman of the Committee on Bible 
Schools, presented the report : 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BIBLE SCHOOLS. 

The Bible School is the result of a felt need. It had no place in 
the early Jewish conception. The first schools for religious in- 
struction among the Jews were designed for orphans. Later those 
were admitted whose parents failed in the discharge of their ob- 
ligations. At length, the school came to be regarded as essential 
for all, and in the schools of the synagogues the young were given 
the training which should fit them for their places in the Jewish 
community and the temple service. 

The first aim of the modern Bible-school was that of reaching 
poor and neglected children, largely to improve their bodily and 
mental condition. At its inception in 1783, personal cleanliness, 
good manners, and reverence were enjoined. Untrained children 
were taught to read. Hence the force of Green’s statement, in 
his “ History of the English People ” — “ The Sunday Schools es- 
tablished by Robert Raikes were the beginning of popular educa- 
tion.” It was essentially a rescue work. The first Baptist Sunday 
School, that of Pawtucket, R. I., was modeled on the Raikes plan. 
It had no distinctly religious features until 1805. 

The Bible School of today has yet other problems — problems 
which grow in seriousness as the importance of its mission is more 
definitely realized. It is now almost exclusively the one place 
where the Bible is studied. Such study has no place in the home 
life any more. “No time” is an excuse that has banished Bible 
perusal, as well as family devotion. The Bible is practically gone 
from our public schools, and children attend church too little to 
hear much of its truth. Only the Bible School remains for the 
teaching of the Word. 

In most cases this is also the soul’s exclusive seed time. Knowl- 
edge of the cross, of Christian truth and of God, spiritual aspira- 
tion and decision must be obtained here or nowhere, at this time 
or never. Nearly all that the rank and file of unchurched people 
know today about religious things dates back to the Sunday School. 
Nine-tenths of the pillars and leaders within the Church date their 
conversion back to the Bible School period. President Coe of 
Northwestern University, after sending out several thousand com- 
munications inquiring the age of conversion, made this summary: 
“ 50 per cent, -were converted between the ages of 16 and 18; 81 per 
cent, between the ages of 13 and 20; less than 2 per cent, between 
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the ages of 25 and 30; after 30, no per cent, large enough to be 
reckoned.” 

More and more is the Bible School becoming almost exclusively 
the recruiting ground of the Church. Despite the many and master- 
ful efforts to get the masses into the Churches, the outlying world 
still remains as unconcerned as ever. “ Grown-up sinners do not 
and will not attend our evangelistic services,” is a verdict more 
than one pastor has been heard to give. The masses hold them- 
selves aloof from the Churches and those influences that make for 
the betterment of life. 

What then is the Church to do? Are all avenues closed against 
her? Nay, verily, one at least is wide open. If this is rightly 
used the future is radiant with promise. The children are still 
within our influence. While a host of parents never darken a 
Church door, many do not hesitate for a moment to send their 
children to the Bible School. They even take pride in so doing. 
In nearly every Bible School throughout the length and breadth 
of the land are scores of boys and girls whose parents are practi- 
cally non-churchgoers. The Bible School affords a matchless op- 
portunity, and often the only opportunity for definite evangelism. 

The Bible School of today, therefore, needs to embrace the 
educational feature of the Synagogue-school, the rescue or col- 
lective feature of the Raikes. school, and add to these the evan- 
gelistic feature that will mean soul winning — the definite 
conversion of the scholar to Jesus Christ. To put it in a word, 
the mission of the Bible School is to gather all, save all, and in- 
struct all. 

Gather all. It is not enough that the school welcome those 
who come. We forget that not alone the sheep that wanders from 
the fold, but much more the lambs that have been born upon the hill- 
side, need the shepherd’s care. There are said to be eight million 
children gathered in our Bible Schools. But the United States cen- 
sus reports twenty-one million between eight and eighteen years of 
age. Thirteen million are outside the Bible School; only eight 
within. Millions of children perishing for want of the bread of 
life! To gather all is the first object of the school. Let our motto 
be, “The children for Christ; all the children for Christ.” The 
streets are full of boys and girls. The Bible School is the Church’s 
greatest opportunity. 

To save all must be the next object. The purpose of the Bible 
School is most serious. One has well said, “We must recognize 
that the children that are gathered are not so much little lambs 
as little wolves, needing only time, with an unchanged nature, for 
their teeth and claws to grow.” Not the drunkard and the outcast 
alone need salvation, but the natural disposition itself is enmity 
against God. Some few years ago a foreign family took up its abode 
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beside the Allegheny River. A boy from this family one Sunday at- 
tended the Bible School. He was in some teacher’s class. Some- 
body had an opportunity that day to shape a soul for eternity. But 
he was scarcely noticed. The beauty and power and need of 
Christ in his own little life were not brought to his attention — and 
he never came again. It seemed such a small matter, to speak ox\ 
not to speak — to welcome or not to welcome — to lead to Christ 
now, or wait until another Sunday! It was such a little thing 
whether now or later he was told about Jesus; whether on that 
particular day he was noticed and won to Jesus; whether indeed 
he ever came again or not! But that boy grew up and away from 
that hour in the Bible School and from every Christian influ- 
ence, till one day in the Temple of Music at the Pan-American 
Exposition at Buffalo, the people were startled, shocked, over- 
whelmed, by a shot that rang out from a muffled hand, extended 
as if in greeting, to the chief magistrate of our nation — and that 
shot was fired by that boy who was lost to that Bible School beside 
the Allegheny that day, for he was none other than Czolgosz, the 
assassin who killed President McKinley. 

In the city of Lowell lived a lad — a lad led to Christ by B. F. 
Jacobs, who, putting his hand down on his head said, “You are a 
fine-looking boy; if Jesus wants you to do anything today, you’ll 
do it, won’t you?” B. F. Jacobs, after the death of his brother, 
took his nephews into his home as his own sons. Those boys were 
remarkable for one thing: that was for always throwing things 
around; they never could hang up h coat or hat, or fold up a paper. 
At length they went to school in Indiana. When they came back 
there was such a change in their manners! Hats and coats were 
hung up, feet wiped and clothes brushed. Mr. Jacobs knew some- 
thing had happened, and something more than the reading of a 
book on etiquette, too. Soon the boys told him: they had been 
converted ! Mr. Jacobs hunted up that minister. “ Why,” said the 
minister, “ I didn’t do it; you did it; you saved your boys. Do you 
remember that lad you led to Christ in Lowell, sitting on the 
pulpit stairs? I was that lad. I am only taking back to your 
family what you ga,ve to me.” 

They are both before us now, the boy in the Allegheny Sunday 
School and the lad on the pulpit stair in Lowell; the boy who was 
led to Christ, and the boy who was lost to Christ; the one who 
turned minister, the other who turned murderer; the one leading 
to Christ the boys of the man who led him, the other plunging a 
nation into gloom. The bread cast on the water does return; it 
does mean something to lead a soul to Christ even here. For he 
that converteth a sinner from the error of his ways shall not only 
save a soul from death, but shall hide, shall prevent, a multitude 
of sins. 
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The children must be won, out and out for Jesus Christ, or the 
Bible School will be as nothing to them. Startling is that report 
from England which says: “75 per cent, of those who are in our 
prisons have been in Sunday Schools. Six of every seven in our 
reformatories have been Sunday School scholars. Of 1,050 con- 
victs admitted to Salford prison during seven years, 977 admitted 
having attended Sunday Schools.” 

The third object of the school is to instruct all. It is not enough 
that they be snatched as brands from the burning. It is a poor, 
showing for a school to present to God those who have been simply 
saved. The whole life needs to be trained on Christian principles. 
The Sermon on the Mount is itself twofold. Belief in Christ, like 
building the house upon rock, means salvation. Yet all that pre- 
cedes in that sermon relates to the structure itself. He who trusts 
to Christ for soul salvation but builds his life on another plan 
will have a sorry ruin of it all, though he himself escape as by fire. 
Symmetrical character, soul culture, equipment for service, these 
the school must seek to secure. We are to save a soul plus a life. 
After bringing souls to Christ they must be built up in Christ. 
Conversion must be followed up by education. Each is important. 
To hesitate at either would be like discussing which accomplishes 
more in the life of a tree, the seed from which it sprung, or the in- 
fluence of sun and soil and moisture by which it grows-. 

With these facts in mind, what shall be our recommendation 
to the Bible Schools represented by this Convention? It is one 
thing to know; it is often quite another to know how. When 
Columbus asked his friends to make an egg stand on end, he only 
puzzled them. The real triumph was in showing them how to do it. 

A good resolution is said to be like a crying baby in church — 
it needs to be carried out. In hope of some like practical result 
we suggest: That the school be made a greater center. The 
Home Department is in some ways disappointing. It ministers to 
laziness on the part of some who could come if they would, and 
others who have the honor of belonging without once opening the 
quarterly they receive. As for the real shut-ins, efforts should be 
made to bring them occasionally to some church gathering. Col- 
lect religious papers and take them, also an abstract of the Sunday 
sermon. 

The Bible School ought to be better represented in the Church 
services. It is the connecting link between the secular school and 
the spiritual Church, the vestibule of the spiritual temple. Teach 
the scholars to love the Church by attending the Church. The 
Sunday School must never become a substitute for public worship, 
nor should it be spoken of as the “ Children’s Church,” but should 
rather be regarded as the supplement to both the home and the 
pulpit. To this end a record should be kept and public recognition 
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given to all scholars attending regularly the Church services. This 
will mean more than “ infant preludes ” to the sermon now and 
then. Children, as a rule, are not partial to the parings of the 
older folks’ apples! 

Then a Bible School ought to be what its name implies, a school 
of and for the Bible. Better bring in the Bible, or throw off the 
name. A Bible School without Bibles is as much of a contradiction 
as a railroad without rails. Report every Sunday the classes bring- 
ing their own Bibles. They preach a sermon as many miles long as 
the streets through which they travel. 

The Bible is a gift from God. It is also a grasp on God. Pe- 
rusal of a quarterly which we throw away is different from famil- 
iarity with a Bible which we keep. The lesson leaf is used too much 
like the “ pony ” of the college student. 

Then the teacher must get close to the children. “ Win some by 
being win-some.” For, as Spurgeon has said, “After all, you must 
love your children into the kingdom.” The boy is called one of the 
quickest-witted of all the animals, and they come trooping into the 
Bible School, boys of all kinds, classes, and conditions, with motion 
in their fingers, holes in their stockings, and mischief in their hearts. 
Some are never at peace except when fighting, but their wits have 
been sharpened against the grindstone of poverty, and the teacher 
needs to watch her words or she may be as badly nonplused as 
was that one, who, wishing to illustrate the meaning of eternity, 
took a ring from his finger, and, holding it up, ventured to ask, 
“Well, boys, what is that?” And one of the young hoodlums, 
more audacious than the rest, boldly shouted, “ It is brass.” 

The Sunday School is said to stand for youth and truth and duty; 
but it stands for beauty as well as duty, the beauty of sweet and 
consecrated Christlike character, and the teacher can indeed win 
only by being win-some. 

As for the evangelistic feature of the school, pastor and super- 
intendent ought to be in holy league with the teachers to win every 
soul to Christ. This will not mean incessant revival teaching, nor 
constant verbal pleading, much less the reiterated mention of this 
most sacred matter so ill-advisedly as to cheapen or repel. Yet, 
underlying all our plans, felt in all our contact with the scholars, 
will be the gospel aim of a personal decision for Jesus Christ. With 
many, that decision must be now or never. Why wait, only to have 
them lost to the Lord? Is it necessary for our boys to sow wild 
oats before they can prepare for any harvest of wheat? How old 
must a child be before he becomes enough of a sinner to have a 
Saviour? Because a child cannot have a Saul’s conversion, shall 
he have none? 

In this evangelistic work a new voice means much. The ad- 
vice of the self-made merchant to his son applies well here: 
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“ Something new is better than something old, even if something 
old is just as good.” The new face and voice, though no better 
than the old, are often just the encouragement one needs to enable 
him to make soul decision for eternity. 

We think, therefore, that when no special evangelist is at hand, 
and the time is ripe for results, it is well for a pastor to exchange 
pulpits with a judicious brother for a Sunday, with the understand- 
ing that it is to be made a decision day, especially in the Bible 
School, and that his strongest work is to be done in the midst of 
those boys and girls so soon to be men and women. We rejoice, 
however, that for half the past year the Convention has employed 
a special helper to work along this very line. The more than 60 
baptized as the result of his labor on the smaller fields alone bears 
emphatic testimony that this is the right sort of work in the right 
place. 

A glance at the question of how best to train the young Chris- 
tians in our schools and we are done. This might be accomplished 
through normal classes in single schools or groups of schools; yet 
few schools would think they could afford this expense. Bible 
School conferences might be held at different points, with addresses 
by specialists. In this, though, we would question the attendance. 
Many places are so isolated they could never attend,, and so small 
they could never have anything of the sort themselves. 

Bible School associations might be created or resuscitated 
throughout the State, but this would mean a special Bible School 
Secretary, and Connecticut has no funds for such an office — in- 
deed a certain “ monument on the beach,” if we mistake not, bears 
evidence to an exploded or misdirected effort in some such line 
already. 

We haA^e wondered if the Convention evangelist might not 
devote part of his time to educational rather than evangelistic 
work. Yet he could get no correct knowledge of conditions in the 
little time he could devote to any one school, his very newness 
disturbing its normal working, while, as we have seen, this would 
be of the very elements most effective in evangelistic work. Such 
a course would therefore weaken on one end and fail to strengthen 
on the other. Moreover, we personally would not think it wise 
to meddle in this way with the plans of the ordinary Sunday School 
without carrying an extra life insurance. Baptistic independence 
is very strong. Only one course seems to remain, and that is for 
the pastors to assume more exactly and energetically the educa- 
tional feature of our Bible School work. To this end the pastor 
should occupy a larger place in the school than is often the case. 
Not that he should do more work, but it should be of a different 
kind. He should not teach a class during the Bible School hour, 
nor be expected to. Such a course is unwise, unfair, and unprofit- 
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able: unwise, because he has none too much strength for such 
preaching as he wants to do; unfair, because he is giving to a few 
what should be given to the whole school; unprofitable in the high- 
est sense, because he ought to be using that precious hour in get- 
ting into the closest touch with every scholar. 

But he may give unity and definitness to the general instruction 
and suggest practical lines of advance. Who can so know the 
needs of any school as the pastor and superintendent, working 
together as one? Review Sunday should be made the best of all 
the quarter. Here is an opportunity to reach the children through 
a carefully prepared address or illustrated talk. Let great use be 
made of all special gatherings. If possible, the pastor should con- 
duct regularly a teachers’ meeting. In smaller places it is often 
well to have the midweek prayer meeting follow the line of the 
coming Sunday School lesson, especially those weeks when there 
is no teachers’ meeting. 

The foundation of all Bible School work must be vital. The 
pupil is a soul capable of eternal life and possesses a mind capable 
of receiving instruction. The fundamental aim is to produce 
Christian character through Christian life. The “ model Bible 
School ” is the one from which the greatest number graduate into 
the Church. Its apparatus may be crude, its facilities limited, its 
scheme of instruction old-fashioned, but if its boys and girls grow 
up into noble Church members, the main object has been attained, 
and both soul winning and soul culture will have been realized. 

Such a school, other things being equal, or even all things else 
being unequal, will be a conspicuous and creditable success, realiz- 
ing Dr. Hurlburt’s definition, “ The Sunday-school is a department 
of the Church of Christ, in which is taught and studied the word 
of Christ, for the purpose of bringing souls to Christ, and of build- 
ing up souls in Christ.”

For the Committee. 

Rev. Henry Clarke spoke of “ The Search for the Child ” : 

All hearts turn naturally to the child. That is the time to seek 
the person. The services of the Church should be made as in- 
teresting as possible for the child. Children should be brought to 
Church, and to Christ as early as possible. The Bible School 
should be certain to present the true character of God and of 
Christ, and children will learn to talk with Him as freely as with 
the loving parent. 

An offering amounting to $16.04 was received. 

Rev. T. Edwin Brown, D.D., discussed “ Teaching Chris- 
tian Morals in the Bible School ” : 
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It is utterly impossible to teach any part of the Old or New 
Testament without bringing in the ethical. 

We must teach ethical duties because the pupils have the right 
to have the problems of present day living interpreted to them in 
terms that they can understand. We must set up over against 
the modern idea of “ success ” the eternal divinity of duty. Ethics 
should be taught in the Bible School because it is not taught in the 
homes as it should be, and cannot be taught in the public school. 
I plead simply for the teaching of the ethics of Christ. 

After singing “ Nearer, My God, to Thee,” Rev. E. Dew- 
hurst offered prayer; and the Convention adjourned until 
Wednesday morning at 9 o’clock. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING. 

The Convention assembled at 9 a. m. President C. O. 
Spencer in the chair. 

Rev. E. E. Gates led in prayer. 

Rev. A. E. Harris presented the Report of the Committee 
on Temperance: 

REPORT OF THE TEMPERANCE COMMITTEE. 

During the year many of our pastors have preached temperance 
sermons, published temperance articles, and addressed “ no 
license ” gatherings. 

In some Churches temperance societies have been formed. In 
one Church the young people sent a notice to every pastor in the 
city, calling attention to the opportunity to vote for no license, 
and urging the pastors to emphasize the notice 

We protest against the action of those who have stamped the 
quasi-approval of the Church of Christ upon the most iniquitous 
traffic of modern times — the “ Subway Saloon ” movement. 

We urge the teaching of total abstinence as the true definition 
of temperance. 

We believe that those who are engaged in this evil traffic of 
strong drink — those who countenance it — are enemies of our 
country and enemies of the Cross of Christ. 

We urge the importance of our young people signing the pledge. 

We earnestly request all Churches to abstain from the use of 
fermented wines at their communion services. 

We urge all Christians to work for no license at ajl times. * 

We deprecate the apathy of so many Christian people concern- 
ing this great evil. 
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We cannot report much progress, but we believe that there has 
been a little gain, at least in public sentiment. 

The power to remove this great evil lies largely in the Chris- 
tian Church, and God will not hold us guiltless if we are not doing 
our best for its annihilation.

Voted, That the report be accepted and printed in the 
Minutes. 

The Committee on New Churches made a verbal report 
that there were no new churches ; and the report was ac- 
cepted. 

Voted, That the Report of the Historical Committee be 
accepted and printed in the Minutes, without reading to the 
Convention : 

REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMITTEE. 

Several years ago it seemed quite important that I should learn 
something about a church that had been extinct for many years. After 
a long search, I found that a lady had carefully written out that history 
and placed it among some books in a box. After she moved to another 
place some one opened the box and forgot to fasten the cover, and the 
mice made a nest out of that carefully prepared history; and no one 
can now replace that record. I have secured a few items concerning it, 
but know of no possible source of further information. 

Unless something is done speedily the history of other churches 
will be as surely lost, and some one may be very anxious to secure 
that which might now be given. If the officers of the Convention did 
not consider it important to secure some historical matter, they cer- 
tainly would omit the Historical Committee. 

I have gathered a little with regard to several churches, hoping that 
some one better fitted for the task would continue the work. 

First Ashford Church. 

This church bears an earlier date than any other in the Ashford 
Association. “It was first gathered in Brimfield, Mass., in 17475 its 
membership being scattered through several towns in that state and in 
Connecticut. For some unknown reason, another Baptist church was 
organized in Brimfield, and, at a meeting held in Stafford, May 29, 
1775, the old church voted to change its principal place of worship 
from Brimfield to Ashford.” 

But, while its headquarters was in Ashford, its pastors preached the 
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word in all the towns around, wherever a schoolhouse or dwelling house 
or even a barn was opened to receive them. “ They went everywhere 
preaching the word,” being by no means limited to one sermon a week, 
but “ smiting five or six times ” and with blessed results. And the laity 
earnestly cooperated, making long journeys to attend the meetings, 
especially on the Sabbath, and often witnessing to the truth uttered by 
the preachers. 

In 1851 they reported 51 members, but no pastor, and no clerk. 
The church was dropped from the association in 1853. The foundation 
of the meeting-house is still in place, and a stone post about seven feet 
high stands just in front of the foundation. 

The Hampton Church. 

“ The Hampton church was formed in 1776, but a society had existed 
six years previous. They had for preachers in those early days, Elisha 
Ransom, James Grow, Whitman Jacobs, Elder Grafton, Philip Slade, 
Simeon Brown, Abel Palmer, Elder Moffat, Thomas Baldwin, Daniel 
Colton, Peter Rogers, William Bently, David Putnam, G. F. Davis, and 
others. Of these Elder Palmer remained the longest, and was evi- 
dently the most useful.” 

G. F. Davis, who subsequently served the First church in Hartford 
with eminent success, and who stood for years at the head of the Bap- 
tist ministry in Connecticut, did some of his first preaching in the old 
Hampton church. William Bently occupied a prominent position in 
the ministry of the denomination for many years and fell asleep in a 
good old age, leaving an enviable record behind him. Thomas Baldwin 
also occupied an eminent position in the ranks of the Baptist ministry, 
being for many years pastor of the Second Baptist church of Boston. 
Surely that church must have coveted the best gifts. In the first 
minutes of the Ashford Association, — 1825, — the church reports 68 
members, with John Paine as pastor; he was a child, and a licentiate 
of, and called to ordination by, the old Hampton church. In 1851 they 
report 34 members; but the name was dropped from the minutes in 

1853. 

First East Haddam Baptist Church. 

When Simeon Dickenson moved from Waterford, Conn., to Mill- 
ington he united with the Congregational church in that place. Feb. 
1, 1785, he was appointed the tax collector for that church and society; 
and it was his duty to collect the tax from each one whether he be- 
lieved in the doctrines of that church or not. He was at times com- 
pelled to attach property and sell it at public auction in order to secure 
the amount assessed. At length he was sent to collect the tax from a 
poor man who had only one cow ; the man could not pay the tax and 
Mr. Dickenson was ordered to take his cow and sell her ; this he refused 
to do, and the society required him to pay that man’s tax. 
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He felt very sure that something must be wrong with a system 
that required any such course ; he began to study the Bible diligently 
and finally accepted the Baptist views. Finding others holding the 
same views, they organized the First East Haddam Baptist church 
about 1788. He was the first pastor of that church and served it for 
several years. He earned his living at his trade, — that of a shoemaker, 
— but preached the gospel in many places. 

The church used during the last years of its existence the old town 
hall, which is still standing near John Ely’s store, though it is now used 
for a barn. 

The church held councils of various kinds, for delegates were 
sent to them from neighboring Baptist churches. The first person 
baptized in North Lyme was the mother of Deacon Henry Smith of 
Waterford; she first united with this church and afterward, Sept. 11, 
1824, took a letter to the North Lyme church. 

Two of the deacons were Josiah Lyon and Josiah Hungerford; it 
is doubtful whether they ever had others. Charles Atwood was the 
last clerk; and when he united with the Moodus church, the First East 
Haddam church ceased to exist. The only clue I could find of that 
date was the occurrence of his name in the list of those who sub- 
scribed to the constitution of the society connected with the First 
Baptist church of East Haddam in 1844. This church then had a 
continuous history from about 1788 until perhaps 1835 or possibly 1840. 

The Palmer Church of Montville, called “ The First Baptist Church 

of Montville.” 

Elder Joshua Morse, ordained in 1749 or 1750, gathered a church 
at Montville; but this became extinct about 1779. 

October 30, 1787, twelve persons met and, “ after solemn prayer and 
satisfying relation to each other of a work of grace wrought in their 
hearts,” “ covenanted with each other to walk together in the order 
of the gospel.” These “ covenanted brethren and sisters ” made re- 
quest of the First and Second Baptist churches of Colchester to send 
their elders and certain brethren to give counsel and advice about their 
position as a church. 

These messengers met with the twelve brethren and sisters Feb. 
23, 1788, and Elder Christopher Palmer was chosen moderator, and 
Brother Abel Rogers clerk. After each one had “proceeded to give 
a relation of their lead of mind into covenant,” the “messengers gave 
us their fellowship as a Church of Christ.” 

Their first pastor was Rev. Reuben Palmer, elected to the position 
May 3, 1788, but he was not ordained until Nov. 29, 1798. Reuben 
Palmer, Jr., was set apart for the ministry Nov. 23, 1820. Elder Reuben 
Palmer, Sr., preached his farewell sermon March 4, 1821, and died 
April 22, 1822, aged 63 years. Until 1824 there were different ones 
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employed as supplies ; then Elder G. Goff was pastor for a time; then 
another period of supplies; March 29, 1829, they agreed to see if they 
could secure the services of Elder Reuben Palmer, Jr. He seems to 
have been the last pastor. 

Robert Fargo was their first deacon, and Norman Lester the first 
clerk. 

Discipline was vigorously maintained, and the records compel one 
to feel that it was necessary. 

On Jan. 1, 1842, they decided to call a meeting for “the purpose of 
dissolving the church in order for a new church to form in this place.”' 
Jan. 6, 1842, the meeting was held, and it was voted, “that the property 
belonging to this church (except the records of this church) remain 
in Dea. Lyon’s possession until a new church is formed in this place, 
and whenever a new church is established in this neighborhood, of our 
faith and order, for him to give the above property to the said church.” 

“Voted, That the records of the church remain in the clerk’s pos- 
session for him to take good care of the same. 

“Voted, That we dissolve this church which has been called the 
First Baptist Church of Montville, and that the church so called is no 
more. Abel Smith, Ch. Clerk.” 

In 1841 a number of brethren and sisters, from this and neighboring 
churches, engaged Elder Levi Meech to labor with them half of the 
time, and 34 were baptized; in December, 1841, they decided to consti- 
tute a church of Christ; this was accomplished on Jan. 6, 1842, — the 
same day that the former church ceased to exist. The name given 
was the “ Union Baptist Church of Montville.” 

The records of the First church of Montville are still preserved in 
most excellent condition. The meeting-house is still standing, but is. 
used for a barn. 

Pomfret Church. 

“ In 1806 the brethren and sisters residing in Pomfret and imme- 
diate vicinity were recognized as a regular Baptist church. This took 
place under the ministry of Elder James Grow, who had been preaching 
for them several years, there having been a Baptist society in the place 
since 1776. Previous to the organization of the church quite a number 
of brethren had been employed to preach for them a few months or 
years, but no one of whom it seems necessary to make a record here. 

Elder Grow preached for them 22 years. He was followed by James. 
A. Boswell. In 1825 there were 81 members. The association met 
with this church in 1829, 1838, and again in 1848. 

Rev. U. Underwood was the pastor in 1851, and they reported 104 
members ; in 1853 they reported “ no meetings ” ; in 1859 they reported 
79 members ; but in 1865 the name had been dropped from the list of 
churches. 
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First Baptist Church of Lisbon. 

Rev. Levi Kneeland, the first pastor of the Baptist church at Parker- 
ville, held meetings in all the surrounding regions ; amongst other 
places visited was Hanover in the town of Lisbon. Quite a number 
were led to Christ; certain brethren went from Parkerville, with the 
pastor at times, candidates were examined, and a third branch of the 
Parkerville church was established. The last Sabbath but one that 
Elder Kneeland preached was spent at Hanover with several of the 
Parkerville brethren; after the sermon candidates were examined and 
baptized. A few days later “ he was not, for God took him ” ; but the 
work went on. 

Early in November, 1834, a number of brethren and sisters re- 
quested letters of dismission from the Parkerville church that they 
might unite and form a church at Hanover. Nov. 15, 1834, a number 
of brethren and sisters, members of Baptist churches, met, “ and after 
due deliberation and prayer were constituted as a church of Christ, to 
be known as the First Baptist Church of Lisbon.” 

They then called a council, from various churches, to meet Dec. 3, 
1834, to observe that “ as a day of worship, and for the purpose of 
being publickly recognized as a church of Christ.” The call to the 
council was signed by Hiram Tarbox, secretary. The council met, 
and the church was publicly recognized. Services were held in a 
schoolhouse. So far as I can learn no house of worship was ever 
built. Elder Chester Tilden was the pastor; he also held meetings 
one evening each week at Eagleville, — now Versailles. The organ- 
ization was short-lived, becoming extinct in 1838; and its members 
scattered to other churches. 

The Anguilla Baptist Church of Stonington. 

.j 

“A number of the members of different Baptist churches residing 
in the vicinity of the Anguilla Brook, in Stonington, being desirous of 
having regular meetings in that neighborhood, with the assistance of 
other friends of the object, built by subscription, in the summer of 
1833, the Anguilla meeting-house, which was dedicated to God in 
August of the same year.” 

The first pastor was Elder J. S. Anderson. “The members of the 
Stonington Borough Baptist church, residing in the vicinity, being the 
most numerous of any one church whose members worshiped here, 
were set off as a branch of that church.” In 1837 Elder J. S. Anderson 
gave his whole time to the Stonington Borough church and Elder F. 
Bestor became the pastor for one year. The church was recognized as 
an independent church, with the name of “ the Anguilla Baptist Church 
of Stonington,” Dec. 6, 1837. There were then 33 members. Elder 
Anderson again became pastor in 1838, and the church was admitted 
to the association that year. From 1839 till 1842 the interest in 
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this community decreased, but in December, 1842, a series of evening 
meetings were held in a schoolhouse, and nine were baptized by Elder 
Elisha Chesbrough. In the spring of 1843 public worship was renewed 
in the Anguilla meeting-house, and there was preaching half the Sab- 
bath afternoons by Rev. Erastus Denison. 

In the fall of 1843 the church obtained the steady labors of Br. 
Harlan Hedden, a licentiate from the second church, Groton. He 
was ordained as pastor of this church June 9, 1844; and continued 
his labors until the winter of 1849-50. After 1850 they sent no report 
to the association, and the name was dropped from the list in 1854. 

Thompsonville Baptist Church. 

Constituted in 1857 or 1858. In 1859, *3 were baptized, and there 
were 36 members. That same year the Convention aided the church 
to the amount of $50. In i860 there were 30 members. But its life 
seems to have been very brief, for in 1865 it is not mentioned amongst 
the churches. 

Enfield Baptist Church. 

A church was in existence at this place in 1851. Of its history I 
have found no record. 

Rev. William C. Walker and Rev. B. F. Chapman pointed out to 
me years ago the place where a Baptist meeting-house once stood about 
half a mile from Quarry ville on the road to Bolton Notch. Of the 
history of the church I have no knowledge. Whether the house was 
moved to Manchester or Rockville I cannot now recall. 

North Windham Baptist Church. 

There was formerly a Baptist church at North Windham; but all 
the record I have of it is that they sold the house of worship to the 
church at Baltic; it was moved to that place, rebuilt, and Rev. J. B. 
Brown took part in the services of rededication July 4, 1861. 

Who will give us the history of these two churches ? 

Rev. Sylvester Barrows did a good work for some of the churches 
of the Ashford Association, for he published the history of the 
association in the minutes of 1844, the history of the Hampton 
church in 1854, of the Brooklyn church in 1856, of the Pomfret church 
in 1858, East Killingly in 1862, Willington in 1864, and Mansfield in 
1871, published in the State Convention Minutes of that year. 

Rev. E. Loomis published the history of the First Ashford church 
in 1855, and the same year J. H. Carpenter, Esq., published the history 
of the Willimantic church. Rev. B. S. Morse gave the history of the 
old Thompson church in i860; Rev. E. Andrews the history of the 
Eastford church in i860, and of the Tolland church in 1870; the latter 
was printed in the State Convention Minutes of that year. Whether 
any of these histories, except the two printed in the State Convention 
Minutes, are still in existence I do not know. 
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“At the session of the Convention in Hartford in June, 1827, five 
new churches and local societies were represented.” In the list were 
the names of Manchester and Vernon. Of the history of these churches 
I am ignorant. 

The Westerly Public Library has a very full list of the Stonington 
Union Minutes. The Pequot Library at Southport, Conn., has an 
excellent collection of records of the religious history of the state, — 
including all the minutes of Baptist Conventions, Associations, and 
churches that they can secure. The clerk of the Stonington Union 
Association has very nearly a complete list of the minutes of that 
association. The New London Association Minutes are in the library 
at New London, and also in the library in this city (Norwich). 

J. G. Ward has the New London Association Minutes for all the 
years except 1819, ’20, ’22, ’23, ’24, ’25, and ’36, and the Stonington 
Union Minutes after 1836, except for the years 1836, ’42, ’ 45 , and ’47.

Rev. D. W. Phelps, Chairman of the Committee on Obitu- 
aries, presented the report : 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES. 

Rev. Charles H. Peckham, who died July 31, was born in Perry- 
ville, R. I., Dec. 16, 1854, moved to Norwich while a young man 
and was a successful school-teacher. He followed this work more 
than twenty years. Experiencing some years ago a wonderful 
conversion, he felt called to the ministry. He was ordained March 
9, 1897, at the Fitchville Church. He had unusual evangelistic 
gifts. At the request of the Convention Board, he had, during the 
last eighteen months of his life, performed, at different times, very 
fruitful service in some of the most difficult fields in Connecticut. 
As pastor of the Bozrah Church, Leffingwell, he has been greatly 
loved. 

Luther Fitch Beecher, D.D., died at his home in Brookline, 
Mass., Nov. S, aged ninety years, eight months, and eleven days. 
He graduated at Yale in 1841, and received the degree of D.D. 
from Union College in 1851. He joined the First Church, New 
Haven, in 1831, when he and Phineas Stowe were baptized by 
Rev. Elisha Cushman, Sr., and resided in that city from 1827 to 
1841. He was a half-nephew of Lyman Beecher. He was licensed 
by the New Haven Church in 1837, and was pastor in Trenton, 
N. J., Portland, Maine, Albany, Saratoga Springs, and Milton, N. Y. 

Thomas Harwood Pattison, D.D., died Feb. 13, in Rochester, 
N. Y., where he had been professor of homiletics and pastoral 
theology in the seminary since 1881. He was born in Cornwall, 
England, Dec. 1838, graduated B.A. at Regents Park College, 
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London, in 1862, and after pastorates in his native land, he was in 
charge of the First Church, New Haven, four years, and of 
Emanuel Church, Albany, two years. His work as an author and 
preacher have given him a wide reputation in both countries. 

Joseph Daniel Herr, D.D., died suddenly at his home in Boston, 
Feb. 29. He was born Feb. 23, 1837, and when seventeen years of 
age united with a Methodist Church by immersion. Ordained to 
the ministry of that denomination after graduating from Madison 
College, Penn., he held several important pastorates before he 
resigned in August, 1870, the charge of the Second M. P. Church, 
Pittsburg, to become pastor of the Union Baptist Church in that 
city. He afterwards was the first pastor of the Penn Avenue 
Church there, and of the Central Church, New York City. Be- 
tween his two pastorates of the Central Church, Norwich, he had 
charge of the Second Church, Milwaukee. Perhaps the best work 
of his life was in Connecticut. For a few years past, he had been 
dean of the Gordon Bible and Missionary Training School in 
Boston. Flis doctorate was conferred by Otterbein University, 
Ohio, in 1876. 

The First Church of Ansonia mourns the death of Dea. Benj. 
F. Leach, Superintendent of the Bible-school since 1892, faithful, 
efficient, and constant in his labor for its welfare. Essex misses 
Dea. Samuel M. Morley, strong in faith, zealous in good works, 
and like a father in Israel to many. Smith Shailer Ventres had 
been connected with the Haddam Church from early youth, de- 
voted to its welfare, and a near relative of many preachers. 
Calvary Church, New Haven, has lost a large number, including 
Harlan Page Hubbard, the well-known advertising agent, baptized 
by Dr. Phelps in 1863, Miss Mary Louise Morgan, a member 
thirty years, and previously of the First Church from 1841, Mary 
A., widow of Prof. Wm. F. Sherwin, Zep Took, who came from the 
Chinese school, and Martha A., wife of Rev. G. J. GaNun, long an 
invalid. The First Church, New Haven, has parted with many, 
including Geo. W. Allen, a young and useful member, Mrs. Martha 
Baldwin, a member nearly sixty-three years, Geo. St. John Water- 
bury, nearly forty-seven years a member, John M. D. Hendrick, a 
member since 1838, and Hon. Francis Wayland, LL.D., who was con- 
verted in his fifty-sixth year, joining the Church in 1882, the lead- 
ing member of Hope Church during its separate existence, and 
returning in 1902 to the reunited Church; a man greatly honored 
in his lifetime, dean of the Yale Law School thirty years, and 
patiently bearing a distressing illness the last two years of life. 
Grand Avenue Church has lost a constituent member, Capt. James 
Halsey Linsley, brother of Rev. Harvey Linsley, and nephew of 
Rev. James Harvey Linsley. He was baptized by Dr. Phelps, May 
23, 1858, with his three brothers and a sister, and the brothers were 
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all in the Civil War, Capt. Linsley being wounded three times. 
Deacon Jesse Cudworth was for more than ten years a prominent 
Baptist in New Haven, but removed in 1876, to Malden, Mass., 
where he died suddenly, Sept. 26. 

Wm. Henry Lamphere was a deacon of the First Groton 
Church, and Nelson H. Wheeler, a California forty-niner, was one 
of its members, as were also Mr. and Mrs. Uriah D. Harvey, Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Randall, and Mrs. Annah S. Coit. 

Mrs. Fanny A. Wilcox of the Union Church, Mystic, so dis- 
posed of her estate as to provide for various benevolent objects 
that she had • assisted while living. Mrs. Serviah Holmes was 
ninety-seven years old. Chas. D. Wiggin, M.D., was a beloved phy- 
sician and a faithful, zealous Christian. E. C. Kegwin, long a resi- 
dent of Jewett City, was a member at Voluntown sixty years, 
deacon more than fifty years, and for fifty years a delegate to the 
Stonington Union Association. Noank has lost two constituent 
members, Capt. John Dewey and Dea. R. A. Morgan. 

Stephen T. Meech, aged 81, is gratefully remembered by the 
Preston Church for his gifts. Packerville mourns John L. Chap- 
man, twenty-five years a deacon. 

Miss Mary Gillette was daughter of the first deacon of the 
Easton Church and full of years and good wArks. Mary E. Powell, 
twenty-eight years a semi-invalid, was actively engaged, neverthe- 
less, in various departments of Church work. Dea. Wm. W. Jen- 
nings had a seat never vacant, and his loss is sorely felt. A. J. 
Grippen of the First Church, Bridgeport, was eighty-six years old, 
and loved by all that knew him. Angeline Scott, thirty-four years 
a member of the South Norwalk Church, lived a beautiful testimony 
to the power of God. 

So each year scores the record of losses sustained by the 
Churches, in the removal of valued members whose works do 
follow them. May we be imitators of them that, through faith and 
patience, inherit the promises.

Rev. E. E. Gates, as Chairman of the Committee on State 
of Religion in the Churches, presented. the report : 

THE STATE OF THE CHURCHES. 

x 

Mr. President: — -Your Committee on the State of the Churches 
submit the following report: 
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We believe in the ultimate triumph of the church, for Jesus said: 
“ The gates of Hades shall not prevail against it.” 

“Crowns and thrones may perish ; kingdoms rise and wane ; but the 
church of Jesus constant must remain,” for it is founded upon a Rock. 
Let the rain descend, and the floods come, and the winds blow, and 
beat upon it, it shall not fall. Supported and filled with power, truth, 
love, and service, the church goes on from victory to victory and will 
continue so to do until the kingdoms of this world shall become the 
kingdom of Christ. We believe that “the kingdom of God cometh 
not with observation ” ; and it is therefore difficult to determine the 
true status of the churches by a system of mathematics. It is well, 
however, to take an annual review of the work of the year, to rejoice 
in signs of strength, to discover causes of weakness, and to turn into 
the coming year determined to increase our strength and overcome 
our weakness. 

Two departments of church work are usually examined by those 
desirous of knowing the state of the churches. The number of bap- 
tisms and the amount of benevolence reported by churches and associa- 
tions usually are taken as the indications of the spiritual condition. In 
Connecticut Baptist churches there has been during the year a slight 
advance in one, and a retrograde in the other — more baptisms — less 
benevolence. Baptisms, 1903, 684; 1904, 900; number of churches that 
report no baptisms the last year, 49; number reporting baptisms, 97; 
97 churches made net gain of 713; the balance a net loss of 316; net 
gain in membership, 397. The situation as to gain and loss by asso- 
ciations is as follows :

be given to the services of the State Evangelist and the Superintendent 
of Missions. Both of these brethren have done earnest and effective 
evangelistic work in different parts of the state. 

On the other hand the record for benevolence is not encouraging. 
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There has been a decided falling off along the line of giving. The re- 
port by associations is as follows : 

Ashford, decrease; Fairfield, slight decrease; Hartford, little varia- 
tion; New Haven, general decrease with a few conspicuous exceptions; 
New London, decrease; Stonington Union, increase. These statements 
give the conditions as far as statistics can. There are conditions 
which vary greatly, according to the churches. There is a general 
impression that things are not as they should be. Some churches are 
practically dead, some dying, and some living, active powers, making 
for righteousness in the communities in which they are situated. 
Some of the defects are : 

(1) A lack of normal spiritual emotion. While we believe that 
our Christianity should be mainly a matter of the will, yet that does 
not exclude a healthy emotion. The spirit of indifference is abroad in 
the land, and until it be cast aside, as Bartimaeus threw away his gar- 
ment, the Christ can do but little for us or through us. A large num- 
ber of our church members need a walk with Jesus Christ that they 
may experience, as did the two disciples on the road to Emmaus, the 
burning hearts. When the heart is warm with love to God and to 
humanity, there will be increase in baptisms and benevolence. 

(2) Lack of family worship. The home is fast losing its 
place as a center of Christian influence. Parents seem willing 
to pass over to a minister or a Sunday-school teacher the most im- 
portant part of the education of the child. To many of us, the memory 
of the morning or evening prayer in the homes of our youth is sacred. 
In the cases where those homes still exist, we are encouraged and 
helped by the thought that a good man or woman has prayed for us 
today. Who can tell what the influence of the family altar on some 
wandering son or daughter has been, and may continue to be ? 

(3) Lack of children at the morning service. We wish to .em- 
phasize Section Four of the Report of the Committee on Bible Schools, 
for last year. If all professed Christian parents would follow the sug- 
gestions therein offered, they would go far to bear their responsibility. 
In many sections of our state there is a dearth of children in the morn- 
ing service. Sometimes we hear parents say that they do not insist 

. on their children’s attendance at the morning service because they fear 
it will turn them against the church in after years. Strange, is it not, 
that those same parents insist on their children attending the day 
school and never suspect that they may learn to dislike education. 
They never think of allowing the children to grow to manhood and 
womanhood and then deciding whether they wish an education or not. 
Yet on the vital question of salvation, a question which touches the life 
that now is and that which is to come, they are positively indifferent. 
The advice of Solomon needs emphasis today: “Train up a child in 
the way he should go.” 

(4) Scarcity of members at the midweek service raises the ques- 
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tion: “Do people want a prayer-service or a pastoral disquisition?” 
If it is true that the prayer-meeting is the pulse of the church, there 
is a serious case of sluggish circulation or very weak heart. In many 
cases it is an intermittent pulse. The church cannot, reasonably, ex- 
pect the non-Christians in the community to patronize its meetings, 
when its members ignore them. Many members act as though they 
are conferring a special favor on the pastor if they attend a mid- 
week service. Some look into his face as though they expect him to 
give trading stamps as a reward. A revival of consistency flavored 
with self-sacrifice would do much to increase the power of the prayer- 
meeting. 

(5) Brotherly love. The writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews 
says : “ Let brotherly love continue.” Paul writes to the Romans : 

“ Be kindly affectioned one to another with brotherly love ; in honor 
preferring one another.” 

“ Blest be the tie that binds 
Our hearts in Christian love, 

The fellowship of kindred minds 
Is like to that above,” 

is sung with vigor at a morning service or in a prayer-meeting, then 
to their homes go the people, some to sit down in the presence of 
children and young people to criticise the minister and fellow church- 
members. Thoughtless such action may be, but at the same time the 
influence of the one criticised is fatally injured. The church should 
not be second to any organization in acts of sympathy and deeds of 
kindness. 

James gave a good definition of pure and undefiled religion when 
he wrote : “ To visit the fatherless and widows in their affliction and 

to keep self unspotted from the world.” The daily life of Jesus can 
be summed up in one sentence : “ His delight was to go about doing 
good.” In the judgment scene, as given by the Christ, we learn that 
the “Blessed of my Father” were those who had ministered to Jesus, 
and that ministry, to their surprise, was : “ Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto the least of these, my brethren, ye have done it unto me.” 

The Master said: “Ye are the Light of the world.” “Go ye into 
all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature.” Our mission 
is the enlightenment of the world, and the evangelization of our fellow- 
men. Blessed are we if men seeing us know, by our consistent, courte- 
ous, sympathetic, sacrificing lives, that we have been with Jesus. 

With our pulpits filled with the Holy Spirit, and lifting up Jesus — 
his creed and conduct, his life and love, his personality and power, 
his cross and crown, we will find that “ the Lord’s hand is not shortened 
that it .cannot save.” 

With our pews filled with attention and activity, patience and per- 
severance, prayer and practice, faith and fruit, fidelity to obligation and 
watchfulness for opportunity, and the preaching of Jesus by public testi- 
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mony, and private, personal invitation, we would see marvelous increase 
in both baptisms and benevolence. 

By the hearty cooperation of the churches, the pastors, and the 
people, Connecticut would soon be won for Christ.

Resolved, That we unite with our brethren of other names in 
requesting the railroads of the United States to abolish all Sunday 
traffic, save that which is necessary to meet the actual demands of 
necessity and mercy. The appalling list of accidents to trains of 
late suggests, at least, the possibility of peril from overworked 
employees, and we believe that a radical change in Sunday time- 
tables would honor God, upon whose favor we depend, and secure 
a better service for the people at large. 

Resolved, That we are in sympathy with the laudable efforts of 
Rev. C. A. Cook, Superintendent of the General Committee on 
Christian Stewardship, to bring about a uniform, sympathetic, and 
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intelligent giving of the Lord’s money to the cause of Christian 
benevolence. 

Resolved, That we, as a Convention, heartily indorse the recent 
Memorial to Congress by Rev. T. S.. Barbour, D.D., Foreign Secre- 
tary of the American Baptist Missionary Union, concerning the 
reported horrors committed in the Congo Free State, and we urge 
that Congress thoroughly investigate the alleged atrocities and 
misgovernment, and, if necessary, join with other powers to secure 
better conditions for the Congo Free State. 

Resolved , That a copy of this resolution be sent to the Congo 
Committee of the Massachusetts Commission for International 
Justice. 

Resolved, That we appreciate the generosity of the railroad 
in giving reduced fares to Convention delegates. 

Resolved, That we express our thanks to the press of the city 
for the excellent reports they have given of our proceedings. 

Resolved , That we record our appreciation of the most thought- 
ful and admirable arrangements ( of the Central Baptist Church of 
Norwich to furnish hospitality to the Convention, of the choir for 
its excellent music, of the Young Men’s Christian Association for 
the use of its building, and of the Second Congregational Church 
for the use of their house of worship on the afternoon of the nine- 
teenth instant. In their homes and in their beautiful Church edi- 
fice every thing has been done to make our session happy and 
profitable. We shall leave the “Rose of New England” with only 
the most pleasant of memories.

The Report of the Committee on Evangelistic Work was 
presented by Rev. R. A. Ashworth. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISTIC WORK. 

Your Committee has endeavored to stimulate the work of evangel- 
ism in the state as individuals and as a Committee. Their work as a 
Committee has necessarily been rather that of suggestion than of exe- 
cution. The planning and organizing has been in the hands of the 
Evangelistic or Missionary committees of the various Associations. 

In the Ashford and New Haven Associations helpful and stimulating 
evangelistic conferences of the pastors were held during the year, and 
such a conference has been planned for November by the brethren of 
the New London Conference. 

If the work of evangelism were synonymous with the holding of 
special meetings by the churches, it would be possible from data in the 
possession of the Committee to furnish statistics of evangelistic effort. 
Without doubt we have engaged in this form of evangelistic endeavor 
more largely this year than for many years past. Of the sixteen 
churches in the Ashford Association eight held such services, eight of 
the twenty-four in Fairfield, thirteen of Hartford’s twenty-nine, sixteen 
5 
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of New Haven’s thirty-six, eight of New London’s twenty-three, six of 
Stonington’s seventeen. There has been an extensive exchange of 
pastoral services, and professional evangelists have done a good work 
among our churches. Our energetic Superintendent of State Missions 
has found time to hold evangelistic services in many parts of the state. 
The policy of the Board in employing a State Evangelist has been amply 
justified by results. Many are the commendations of the work that 
have come to the notice of the Committee. From Ashford Association 
comes this request : “ In your report please give a ringing approval 

from Ashford Association of the Convention’s policy and Bro. Max- 
field’s service.” 

We rejoice in the addition of nine hundred to our membeiship 
by baptism, a number which, though small enough to keep us on our 
knees before God, is yet larger than for some years. 

Of other states than ours the Home Mission Society reports : 

“ The year has been one of unusual evangelistic activity. That a 
distinct advance has been made is shown by the fact that, accoiding 
to reports, 21 evangelists have been engaged most of the time, that 
about 70 General and District Missionaries have given more than usual 
attention to this work; that many pastors have gone out as helpers in 
other fields than their own ; that District Secretaries of the Society have 
rendered assistance to pastors and churches in periods of religious 
interest; and that much literature relating to personal evangelistic 
work has been distributed. The Society has cooperated with several 
State Conventions in the support of approved evangelists ; and has four 
evangelists among our foreign populations, their labors having been 
greatly blessed. Additions to our churches, in many states at least, 
have been larger than usual; how much larger, the coming meetings 
of Conventions will show.” 

This Committee heartily recommends to the Convention and the 
churches the appeal of the Home Mission Society contained in its 
mid-year statement on evangelism to the following effect : . 

“ Believing that the time is near at hand for the appointment of a 
general evangelist to render the varied service outlined in the communi- 
cation of last year, the Executive Board now makes a distinct appeal 
to all who are in sympathy with these efforts, for liberal offerings for 
this purpose. For the salaries and expenses of such a man and a 
musical director, with other necessary outlays, from $10,000 to $12,000, is 
required. With even a large proportion of this pledged for a period 
of at least three years the Society will proceed to take this advance 

step.” 

Now, a word as to the larger aspect of evangelism. 

Special revival meetings have an important place in the work of 
evangelism, and a good proportion of those who have united with our 
churches during the past year have come under the influence of them. 
Your Committee might furnish statistics of the extent and the apparent 
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results of such work done in the state. But we hesitate lest the im- 
pression be conveyed that, in our minds, evangelism is synonymous with 
this form of Christian effort. Such statistics would furnish no true 
account of the work of evangelism. It is quite possible that some 
churches that have held no such meetings this year have been far more 
distinguished for the possession of the evangelistic impulse than some 
which have been most active in this direction. So many would-be 
prophets are predicting an imminent revival, and there is so much 
talk about evangelism, that we are in danger of coming to think that 
evangelism is a special and extraordinary kind of work instead of 
being, as it is, the true mission and common task of the church in all 
ages. Revival meetings, so called, may become a bane and not a 
blessing to the church which holds them. It will be so, if we confuse 
evangelism with any of the special forms which it may take on occa- 
sion. Evangelism is not a method, but a spirit. How far Connecticut 
Baptists are evangelistic will never be known until the day when the 
secrets of all hearts shall be revealed. Statistics will never tell the 
story. The evangelistic spirit is the Christian’s consuming desire to 
bring the gospel to bear upon human lives. That desire may well, on 
occasion, be expressed in the holding of revival meetings, but if its 
expression be confined to such forms, evil and not good results. A 
church which is nurtured on revivals alone cannot have a healthful 
and vigorous life. There were revivals in the Jewish church and in 
the early Christian church, but there appears to be no provision in the 
apostles’ scheme for a revival every winter. A church which catches 
the evangelistic fever only in midwinter when, like the “ grippe,” it is 
epidemic, can never do a strong work for God. A church which is the 
victim of spiritual ague, afflicted alternately with chills and fever, 
which vibrates continually between stagnation and excitement, cannot 
be a truly fruitful church. Excess of stimulation is punished by ex- 
cessive depression. “ The periodicity of heats and rigors is not a sign 
of health.” Alternating periods of feasting and fasting produce a 
spiritual dyspepsia which it is hard to cure. 

Evangelistic meetings which are not the natural expression and 
product of a spiritual life in the church that can win the respect of "a 
community are a hindrance and not a help to the extension of the 
kingdom. Keep the church fires going all the time at an equable 
temperature, sufficient to warm, though not to scorch. This is better 
than to draw the fires or to bank them for nine months of the year and 
run them under forced draught for the remainder. Evangelism is 
the supreme business of the church for fifty-two weeks in the year. 
The church should be busy all the time applying the gospel to the hearts 
and lives of the unsaved. 

While, then, revivalistic methods must be allowed to retain their 
proper place in the work of the church, we must not, by a too exclusive 
reliance upon them, neglect those quieter methods of nurture and 
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training out of which such important gains might come. One of the 
chapters in Dr. Bushnell’s “Christian Nurture” is entitled “The 
Out-Populating Power of the Christian Stock.” “ His argument is 
that, if the church simply holds its own, its growth will be rapid, even 
phenomenal. If the children of Christian families are won for the 
church, and trained for efficient service, if the organic life of the 
church is as vigorous as it ought to be, its own law of natural increase 
will speedily put it in possession of the world.” 

The children within her influence are the first care of the church. 
The greatest leakage and loss in modern Protestantism occurs here. 
If we could be sure that every boy and girl that enters the Bible 
School would find Christ there, the future of the church would be 
secure. Youth furnishes the strategic opportunity. The very common 
coincidence of adolescence and conversion is instructive to us here. 
It does not indicate that conversion is a purely natural process or a 
mere by-product of physical development; but it does indicate that the 
period of greatest physical growth is the period of greatest spiritual 
growth, and that opportunities wasted then often never return. “ De- 
cision Days,” when the scholars shall be brought face to face with the 
greatest of questions, and pastor’s week-day classes for instruction in 
Bible truth, and the requirements of the Christian life, are methods 
which will often succeed when ordinary revivalistic methods are un- 
suitable and useless. Systematic instruction is evangelism. There 
are as many methods of evangelism as there are sorts of men and forms 
of conversion. 

Let the church remember, finally, that it cannot stand at a distance 
.and save the world through a speaking trumpet. Pulpit preaching 
is not all. It is hand to hand, face to face, methods that prevail. When 
the Romans shortened their swords they conquered the world. Then 
each man picked his man, and war became duelling on a vast scale. 
Only when every Christian becomes an evangelist will the world be 
evangelized. 

Let pastors, then, train their people in personal work. “ Personal 
Work: How Organized and Accomplished,” and “Christ as a Personal 
Worker,” by Ober and Mott, two pamphlets published by the Inter- 
national Y. M. C. A., will be suggestive in this connection. Dr. Trum- 
bull’s “ Individual Work for Individuals ” will not fail to inspire all 
who read it. Put it in your Sunday School library and get it read. 

Let the church remember, in conclusion, that evangelism is its 
strongest safeguard. It is the salt which preserves it. The church 
which ceases to be evangelistic in the large sense, will soon cease to be 
evangelical: the church, that is, which fails to proclaim the truth will 
soon fail to contain it. The church which ceases to grow will soon 
cease to be. 

Evangelism is also the church’s sole excuse for being. Writing in 
1850, Joseph Mazzini exclaims : “When any one says to me: ‘Behold 
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a good man!’ I ask: ‘How many souls has he saved?’ When any 
one says to me : ‘ Behold a religious people,’ I inquire what it has done 
and suffered to bring humanity to its belief.” The church that will 
do and suffer nothing to this end believes nothing. Let its candle- 
stick be removed ! It will not be missed. 

We need more prayer, not more talk about prayer — we have that — 
but more prayer. We need to come to the Master with the request of 
the disciples : “ Lord, teach us to pray.” “ Not teach us how to 

pray, or what to pray,” but, “ Lord, teach us to pray.” This must be 
the burden of our petitions on behalf of the churches. The praying 
church is the working church : the working church is the triumphant 
church. Let us strike the note this year of personal evangelism.

Voted, That the unfinished business be committed to the 
Executive Committee with power to act, and that the Con- 
vention stand adjourned at the conclusion of the Address and 
Quiet Hour to be conducted by Rev. A. C. Dixon, D.D. 

President Spencer said : 

“ It gives me very great pleasure to tell you how happy I am 
that the Convention debt has been removed; you do not know what 
a load it has taken off from the shoulders of some of us; and it 
gives me pleasure to notice the large attendance and perfect har- 
mony that has prevailed through the Convention meetings. May 
the Lord bless us richly the coming year, and may we do our part 
in evangelizing the State, in bringing sinners to Christ.” 

Rev. A. C. Dixon gave an address on the parable of the 
fifteenth chapter of Luke that touched and melted all hearts. 
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Very many pledged themselves, before God, that they would 
work for the salvation of souls. 

A little season was given to silent prayer, folloVed by 
brief audible prayers. At 5 p. m. Dr. Dixon pronounced the 
benediction, and one of the best Conventions for many years 
had become a matter of history.

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THE TWENTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

Connecticut Branch of the Woman's American Baptist 

Home Mission Society. 


A prominent member of the congregation of the entertain- 
ing church having died, and it being necessary to hold funeral 
services in the Central church, the meeting of the Woman’s 
Home Mission Society was held in the Second Congrega- 
tional Church, which had been kindly offered the Convention 
for its need. The Vice-President, Mrs. E. Dewhurst, pre- 
siding, the meeting opened by singing “ Hail to the Lord’s 
Anointed.” Scripture was read by Miss Lillian Herr : “ I will 
lift up mine eyes unto the hills, from whence cometh my 
strength.” Prayer was offered by Mrs. Harris of Meriden. 
Mrs. Dewhurst’s report was full of encouragement, informa- 
tion, and counsel for all Home Mission workers. Miss Mary 
L. Howard brought report of Young People’s work. 

Mrs. Jas. McWhinnie of Boston held the undivided interest 
of the meeting as she unfolded the work of Baptist women for 
her country in the direction of its evangelization. Seventy- 
five missionary teachers are now supported ; the growing work 
in Cuba, Porto Rico, and Alaska still needs and increasingly 
calls for aid. The Society has a great and growing oppor- 
tunity. Let the sisterhood come up to the support of our 
representatives as they direct the work. 

A collection of $17.09 was received, after which all joined 
heartily in singing, “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name.” 

Report of the Vice-President follows : 
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REPORT OF THE VICE-PRESIDENT. 

As we come today looking over the year’s work, we find the 
influence of past experience felt in a deep and abiding desire to 
meet in large measure the demands laid upon us, not by this 
or that society, but by conditions revealed in an earnest study of 
missionary work done, and more needing to be done, all along our 
frontier. When men intend to open new country for a railway, 
every honest employee becomes personally interested and often 
inquires of his fellow-workmen, “How is it at the front?” de- % 
siring to know what difficulties are met and what the chances are 
that these shall be overcome; at the same time each man in his place 
ceases not to deal honestly with the portion of labor falling to 
him. I11 like manner, our circles and bands have faithfully sought 
to know the conditions existing all along our front, while they as 
earnestly have tried to furnish the means for prosecuting an ad- 
vance, some selecting new fields to help, and others content to 
follow beaten paths which still need our fostering care. This is in 
line with a recommendation urged by the New England Society 
last May, which says, “ In view of the encouraging reports from 
Cuba and Porto Rico, we recommend that we give all the assistance 
we can, consistently with the carrying on of the other branches of 
our work.” 

While much faithful work has been done by our women, we 
can scarcely count more than one-fourth of our sisterhood in- 
terested for this advance, and we have yet to enlarge our borders 
in the home churches, fostering every feeble interest, and pre- 
senting the work in such a way that the indifferent may be won. 

We have been glad to recognize a desire to meet definite needs, 
and have been impelled to make special requests through our 
workers which have met with cordial and hearty response; and 
while hoping that a deeper realization of the privilege of service 
might prevail, we have been cheered by messages assuring us that 
the desire to follow out the great commission is new-born or in- 
tensified in many souls. One writes of the comfort she has as 
she marks each blessing with a gift, knowing that in so doing she 
is working with her Lord. Another, who, in a meeting last fall 
became convinced that she had not yet begun to do what she could, 
straightway began by organizing a Junior Band to testify to her 
glad surrender of self. In still another part of the State we find 
the friends impressed with the need in Mexico, and a desire for 
more intimate knowledge has borne fruit in a missionary worker, 
Miss Jennie Bolles, who is now on the field in Mexico City; as we 
follow her with our sympathy and our prayers, the work seems 
nearer and her labor and ours seem set apart, because of the human 
tie binding us in a common cause. 
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Another, once living in the same city, but now in the' Celestial 
City, remembered the Avork with a gift of $1,174.00, because of her 
long and happy • association with her sisters in mission work for 
Jesus’ sake. Are not instances like these qualified to inspire every 
earnest heart? 

At the South Baptist Church of Hartford, twenty-one years ago, 
the Connecticut Branch was organized, and last April we cele- 
brated our coming of age under the same hospitable roof. New 
friends were met, and new voices brought their messages of en- 
couragement. The program for the day, save for an address by 
our President, Mrs. Alice B. Coleman, was furnished by workers 
within our borders. An invitation for the next annual meeting was 
received from Meriden, Main Street, ladies, which was gladly ac- 
cepted, and we now invite you all to be present to participate in 
the labors and privileges of the day. 

As the years go by we find vacations lengthening: where once 
July and August were deemed sufficient, we now begin to rest a 
month earlier, and get down to work almost a month later. The 
five months gone of this year show receipts from ordinary sources 
less by $200 than in the same time last year, while the call is for ad- 
vancement; we shall need to be very active during the remaining 
six months and a half. Let us be more embracing in our circles and 
bands, counting a much larger membership than last year. Let us 
not allow our Sunday Schools to forget the yearly gift to carry on 
our Alaskan Orphanage, and let us help and encourage our Young 
People, both junior and senior, to take a proportionate part in the 
work for which our Society stands. 

We earnestly urge upon our friends the value of “Home Mis- 
sion Echoes,” with whose every page we cannot be too familiar if 
we would know when and where and how we can best help the 
cause in every part of our homeland and her dependencies. Would 
we have help in presenting any particular field? The publication 
list will tell you the what, the where, and the how of all useful and 
instructive helps, and let me assure you that interest grows with 
prayerful inquiry. 

We are asked, considering the new fields opened to us, and the 
ever-recurring requirements of the work to which we stand 
pledged, to increase the total of our gifts at least one-third over 
last year. To accomplish this, let each circle seek to include more 
members, and each associational director to secure an interest in 
every church, until we shall reach the ideal, when every woman in 
all our churches shall be an active and contributing member of the 
Woman’s Home Mission Society, not to the exclusion of any 
other good cause, but as an incentive, keeping always in mind the 
whole world’s need and our Master’s command; and now looking 
into the future: 
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“ Shall we not work as never before? 
“ Shall we not give as never before? 
“Shall we not pray as never before? 

“ More things are wrought by prayer

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT STATE VICE-PRESIDENT 
FOR CONNECTICUT OF TPIE WOMAN’S AMERICAN 
BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY. 

Our fiscal year as a society ended the first of last May, and we 
were then able to report a good increase pver the previous year, 
the Junior Societies of Connecticut having given for all objects 
over $700. 

The first five months of our present year do not show a corre- 
sponding generosity, the gifts falling $85 below those of last year. 
It is very evident that we must be on the alert during the fall 
months if we are to make the needed increase this year — an in- 
crease rendered most necessary because of the wonderful way in 
which God has opened to us Cuba and Porto Rico. 

Two of our Junior Directors have been obliged to resign: Mrs. 
J. H. Turner of Hartford Association, who has been succeeded by 
Miss Lena Burwell of Hartford, and Miss Annie Cranska of Ston- 
ington Union Association. We welcome back into her old posi- 
tion Miss Grace Spaulding as Miss Cranska’s successor. 
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As in former years, the majority of our gifts have gone toward 
the salary of Miss Owen, the principal of the Mather School at 
Beaufort, S. C. She reports a school of 185 pupils, with 55 board- 
ers. She asks, especially, for barrels of second-hand clothing, as 
the supply is very low, and the colored purchasers are numerous. 
As the boy in .charge of the “ Sale House ” through the summer 
wrote: “Money is flourishing, but things is slim.” She. also asks 
for donations of Bibles to supply those who have none, but are 
asking for them. 

There are many Junior C. E. and B. U. Societies in Connecticut 
who are doing nothing for o'ur Home Mission work. Do you know 
one of these? If so, will you not interest the leader in our work? 
The children love to do for others — who will show them the need?

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THIRTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S 
BAPTIST FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF CON- 
NECTICUT. 

October 18, 1904. 

“All precious things have been handed down from generation to 
generation. A tattered flag or an honored name is esteemed a 
grander inheritance than gold or lands. Not only great gifts but 
great responsibilities have descended to us. The evangelization of 
our race — is this not the greatest of all trusts whiph we have in- 
herited? even as the perfume of spikenard wafted from Bethany is 
one of the sweetest legacies of the past.” 

Presenting today another annual statement of the status of the 
work of Connecticut Baptist Women for Foreign Missions, I am 
reminded that with the closing of this Convention year we have 
compassed a generation of effort, inasmuch as thirty-three years 
ago on a corresponding date this interest took on organization. It 
is a curious coincidence that during this period our contributions 
have, in a way, paralleled this record, our average gift for the present 
year standing at thirty-three cents per resident Baptist woman. In 
the natural course of events it has come to pass that, by reason of 
our association with the pioneers of this movement, we have grad- 
ually entered into possession of this valuable legacy of responsibil- 
ity, so it becomes our immediate duty to consider with what spirit 
we will enter into our heirship. Is it too large an expectation that, 
in view of the wonderful results already accomplished and the 
urgent demand for more outlay in every direction, we shall earn- 
estly strive to reach during the present year an average of fifty 
cents per resident Baptist woman? If this shall be attained, our 
twelve thousand resident membership will easily give us the six 
thousand dollars we so much desire. This suggestion contemplates 
no decrease in amount from present contributors. Either larger 
offerings or more givers must meet this necessity. 

Organization. 

Our Secretaries’ Band remains intact and, as in previous years, 
they have abounded in zealous, loving, successful service for their 
Master. 

Our Literature 

is as ever instructive and interesting in matter, abundant and in- 
viting, both in quantity and quality. 

Meetings. 

Regular gatherings have been held in connection with the State 
Convention, all the Associations, and the Missionary Conferences. 
The attendance has been large on each occasion, and they must 
prove a great power for good. Three hundred and eighty Circle 
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meetings have occurred, and the Day of Prayer was more generally 
observed than in previous years. 

Financial Statement. 

The entire amount of the contributions of the women of our state 
to the W. B. F. M. treasury from all sources. Junior and Senior, 
from April i, 1903, to April 1, 1904, as recorded upon the Treasurer’s

Do we return 
so alive and full of enthusiasm that the uninterested ones are 
sought out and made interested? Do we look around and see if 
our own people are doing all that is possible for the various 
branches of church work in the state? Do we remember the Con- 
vention and its varied interests? Our large foreign population 
brings Home Missions to our very door — or is it Foreign Missions 
at home? Anyway, whether State, Home, or Foreign, it is all 
mission work. 

In our own particular branch of this work we are thankful to 
report a more prosperous year than any since 1900. The Juniors 
of the state gave more than one thousand dollars in all, counting 
contributions to General Fund, Home for Children of Missionaries, 
Hasseltine House, and the Building Fund. 

For several years we have had the same number of Young 
Ladies’ Circles (or “ Farther Lights ”), with a total membership 
of less than seven hundred. The copies of “ Helping Hand ” 
taken have been about the same these last two years. The Bands 
are less in number and receive less. “ Ponder these things in your 
hearts.” The Contributing Primary Classes have increased, in fact 
nearly doubled the number given last year. We have now about 
eight hundred and fifty copies of “Around the World ” being cir- 
culated each month in our Sunday Schools, a gain of over three 
hundred copies in a year. Do you take this interesting, helpful, 
little paper in your home church or Sunday-school? If not, why 
don’t you get up a club? Individual work with our various mis- 
sionary papers and magazines brings about the best results. 
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This report would be meagre enough without the untiring, 
never-ending work of the six Associational Secretaries. Fortunately 
for the State and Junior Secretary, there have been no changes 
for three years. Two have served for a much longer time, so each 
one now knows her field, where it is weak or strong, lends her help 
to the first and takes comfort from the other. 

In Ashford Association there have been many discouragements 
during the year. The band fell about forty dollars behind; many 
churches failed to respond to , letters or return Blanks sent them. 
Miss Cranska’s long and unselfish service deserves the constant 
support and help of all those in her Association who are at work 
for the Master. She writes me that the present outlook promises 
well for the coming year. 

Fairfield, our weakest association, did better than in many years. 
Miss Doty spent much time writing letters and urging an increase 
in gifts, but as only two Young Ladies’ Circles and two Bands send 
in reports we cannot expect any very large sum, although these 
four did raise more than half of the total amount. The number of 
Contributing Primary Classes doubled since 1903, an encouraging 
sign. We have no report of either “Helping Hand” or “Around 
the World” being taken. “ Ponder this in your heart.” 

Hartford Association shows gains in about every way. When 
Miss Squires was asked last fall for two hundred dollars from her 
Association she said: “We will try to raise two hundred and 
fifty,” and they nearly succeeded. They increased the subscrip- 
tions to “Around the World ” from one hundred and twenty-five 
copies to two hundred and fifty-one. There is a large Cradle Roll, 
too. The prospect is very hopeful for this winter’s work. 

New Haven is the banner Association of the state. The large 
returns show that many are at work in all the departments. Miss 
Potter, after her many years of faithfulness, must feel her labors 
have brought much fruit, to add over one hundred dollars to the 
amount contributed last year. Thirty-three societies at work and 
a circulation of three hundred and nine copies of “Around the 
World” give great hope for the future. But where are the Cradle 
Rolls? None to report? 

New London Association has not gone forward, according to 
the filled blank, and we fear a lack of interest among the churches. 
To have “ no response ” from eleven churches written to is cer- 
tainly most discouraging to Miss Gorton. She is hopeful, how- 
ever, and promises to try to raise the sum asked for this year. 
We hope the churches will all help and then send her their re- 
ports. This Association reports the largest number of “ Helping 
Hand ” taken. 

In the Stonington Union, Mrs. Wolfe labors continually among 
her churches to gather in what she can, and her reports show quite 
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an increase along certain lines. She has one of the largest Cradle 
Rolls. 

If, for the coming year, we can show no falling back, an increase 
in contributing societies and subscriptions to our missionary 
papers,, the hearts of all the Secretaries will rejoice. The eighteen 
new Primary Classes this year encourage us greatly. We know 
thq value of the nickels they bring. “ How many people know 
that New York street passenger travel surpasses the total for all 
the steam railways in the United States”? Only a nickel apiece, 
yet imagine the total. There are three inscriptions over the doors 
of the great cathedral of Milan. The first is “All that which 
pleases is but for a moment.” The second, “All that which trou- 
bles us is but for a moment.” The third, which is over the cen- 
tral door is, “ That only is important which is eternal.” Through 
which of these portals shall you enter this coming year — selfish 
pleasure, needless worry, or work for Christ and His Kingdom?

THE MANIFOLD MINISTRY. 

It is a common remark with Protestant scholars — Hatch, Jacob, 
Foote, in the Church of England — that the Christian ministry is not 
derived fi'om the Jewish priesthood. The old idea of a class set apart, 
a caste, an order formally appointed for religious functions, vanishes 
absolutely in the light of New Testament thought and teaching. 

The church is slowly returning to the idea of a universal priesthood 
of all believers. 

Each member a personal activity, an agent, a missionary, an 
evangelist, all at it and always at it. 

With the reversion to the old idea of the Jewish type of priest, crept 
in pride, the formation of an ecclesiastical machine, a hierarchy; men 
put spurs on their heels and saddles on other people’s backs. What 
is needed in our day to bring back the church to its old-time power is 
not a recrudence to sacerdotalism, against which we should set our 
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faces, but a re-emphasis of this thought of the manifold, the universal, 
ministry of all within its body. Let us therefore endeavor to realize 
this ideal for which Baptists stand, and thus make our churches fair 
as the sun or moon, and bright like an army with banners. 

Songs were beautifully rendered by Miss Harriet Frisbie 
and the Central Baptist orchestra furnished delightful music 
under the direction of Col. Chas. W. Gale. All arrangements 
were skillfully guided by Adams P. Carroll.

THIRTEENTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 

OF THE 

Baptist Young People’s Union of Connecticut. 


The Thirteenth Annual Convention of the B. Y. P. U. of 
Connecticut was held at the Central Baptist Church, Norwich, 
Monday evening, October 17th, and Tuesday morning, October 
1 8th. After a praise service Rev. Harold Pattison, Hartford, 
led the devotional service. 

The report of the State Secretary, Mr. Charles Whitney, 
showed that the year had been one of advance along the lines 
of evangelism and the study of the Bible and Missions. Six 
new societies had been enrolled. 

Our State was represented at the National Convention at 
Detroit in July by its President, Rev. H. E. Wise, who is also 
a representative from this State on the National Board of 
Managers. Financially the needs of the State organ are not 
great, but Connecticut is pledged to a contribution of $100 
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to the deficit of the National B. Y. P. U., and the same amount 
should be assured from this State for the present year. Part 
of this amount has already been secured, but there are still 
many unions which should arise to their share in this. 

The report of the Treasurer showed a balance in the 
treasury of $22.25. 

President H. E. Wise gave a report of the Detroit Con- 
vention, showing that advance movements have been outlined, 
and referring to the successful efforts at extinguishing the 
present debt. Connecticut has pledged $100.00. He advocated 
a yearly contribution of $100.00 from the State toward interna- 
tional work. As key-words for the year he gave, “ Enlarge- 
ment ” and “Achievement.” Miss Harriet F. Frisbie fol- 
lowed with a well-rendered solo. 

The address of the evening was by Rev. L. L. Henson, 
D.D., Providence, R. I., who gave an uplifting and fervent 
address upon “ The Larger Vision.” It was a vision of God, 
of self, and duty. At its close the Senior C. C. C. banner was 
for the second time awarded the society at Thompson. Rev. 
O. W. Foye responded feelingly, and showed how the study 
of the “ Gospel in the Psalms ” had been effective in personal 
work. 

TUESDAY MORNING. 

After devotional services led by Rev. A. E. Harris, Meri- 
ddh, Rev. E. E. Gates, Noank, gave an earnest address on 
“ The Acts of the Apostles left out,” which was followed by 
brief discussion. The address of Rev. O. W. Foye, Thomp- 
son, showing some of the “ Practical Results of the Study of 
the Psalms,” was a most fitting conclusion to a most profitable 
session.

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CHARTER. 


Passed May , 1820. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Calet 
Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha 
Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont 
Brockett, David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David 
Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., Orra 
Martin, Asa Talmadge Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah 
Filley and their associates, be, and they are hereby formed into, con- 
stituted, and made a body politic and corporate, by the name of “ The 
Connecticut Baptist Bducation Society , and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be capa- 
ble of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all suits 
of whatever nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter 
or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, receive, hold, 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of 
which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find nec- 
essary or convenient; may elect and receive additional members; make 
by-lawfe respecting number, qualifications, and duties of their officeis 
and members ; prescribe the mode of election and admission of members , 
the time, place, and manner of holding their meetings; the number nec- 
essary to form a quorum ; and all other by-laws and regulations which 
said society may deem necessary for the government and due regulation 
of its concerns to promote and secure the essential objects of said Society, 
as expressed in their Constitution — not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, 
on the first Wednesday of May, a. d. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Article i. This Society shall be known by the name of “The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men, 
who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such mental 
discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the kingdom 
of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually ; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at the 
annual meeting as follows, viz.: Every church and auxiliary society 
contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, shall be 
entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more dollars, two 
delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance shall constitute 
membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five Trustees, 
to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may determine. 

Art. 5. The Society shall also elect by ballot, at its annual meet- 
ing, Trustees of the Connecticut Literary Institution, as provided by 
the amended charter, and actively foster and advance our educational 
interests in this state. 

Art. 6. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to 
control its funds and property, to examine and admit candidates to the 
benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting of the Society, they 
shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 7. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw all 
orders on the Treasurer authorized by said committee, conduct the cor- 
respondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the annual report of 
the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treasurer shall have 
charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay them out only to the 
order of the Secretary ; he shall also safely hold all bonds, notes, deeds, 
and other evidences of property belonging to the Society, giving ample 
security for these trusts. His accounts shall always be open to the in- 
spection of the Executive Committee and Auditor, and he shall make a 
detailed report of the same quarterly to said committee, and annually to 
the Society. The Auditor shall examine annually, or oftener, the ac- 
counts and securities of the Treasurer, and certify the same. 
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Art. 8. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
terly meeting, appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own mem- 
bers, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other 
permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their 
donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 9. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of offi- 
cers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the week 
and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special meet- 
ings of the Society may be called by the President, at the request of five 
members of the Executive Committee. The business of the Society may 
be transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of the members 
present. 

Art. 10. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must 
be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a letter 
from said church, certifying his good standing, and its commendation of 
him as one called of God to the ministry. He must satisfy the Execu- 
tive Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in the work ; 
and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to the patronage of the 
Society by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the Baptist 
denomination. 

Art. 1 1. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take a full course of study preparatory, collegiate, 
and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Committee, his 
age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; and the institutions 
in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Executive Committee; and, voluntarily failing to enter the 
ministry, or for sufficient cause being dropped from the list of beneficia- 
ries, he shall refund the money, with interest, he has received from the 
Society. 

Art. 12. The personal services of those who are appointed to man- 
age the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 13. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present, written notice of the proposed change having been 
given and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 


N. B. — The amendment alluded to in Art. 5 is the amendment to 
the Charter of the Connecticut Literary Institution, approved July 9, 
1862, which reads: “That the Board of Trustees shall consist of not less 
than twenty-one (21), nor more than thirty-three (33), members, to be 
chosen for three (3) years, one-third of the number annually, by the 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.”

THE EIGHTY-FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING 

OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society. 


Norwich, Oct. 19, 1904. 

The Eighty-fifth Annual Meeting of the Society was held 
in the Central Baptist Church, beginning at 10 a. m., the Presi- 
dent, Rev. Geo. M. Stone, D.D., presiding. Devotional serv- 
ices were conducted by the President, with prayer by Rev. A. 
E. Harris of Meriden. The annual address of the President 
was delivered by Dr. Stone. The following committees were 
appointed :

The report of the Executive Committee, prepared by the 
Secretary, Dr. Sage, was read by Rev. G. W. Nicholson.

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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

To the Connecticut Baptist Education Society. 

Brethren and Friends: — It gives to us pleasure to present to 
you a report of the interests entrusted by you to our care. With 
the means placed at our disposal we have rendered aid during the 
past year to nine (9) young men who have given themselves to 
preparation for the ministry. Others are now seeking assistance in 
their efforts' to procure an education, so that the number of benefi- 
ciaries for the ensuing year is likely to be increased. All parts of 
the state are represented by these young men — both city and 
country churches are furnishing candidates for the ministry. Is it 
not an encouraging sign that the Baptist churches of Connecticut 
are sending forth yearly laborers for the harvest? While all the 
young men who are aided by this society are members of Baptist 
churches in Connecticut, the schools which they attend are widely 
scattered. The list of schools is as follows: Suffield Academy, 
Suffield, Conn.; Mount Hermon Academy, Mt. Hermon, Mass.; 
Colgate Academy, Hamilton, N. Y.; Brown University, Providence, 
R. I.; University of Chicago, Chicago, 111 .; Newton Theological 
Seminary, Newton Center, Mass.; Hamilton Theological Seminary, 
Hamilton, N. Y. In grades they are distributed as follows: Pre- 
paratory schools, 3; college, 3; Theological Seminary, 3. Of those 
in college, two (2) will complete the academic course next June and 
they will expect to enter the theological school the next year. 

Letters received by the Secretary from these young men give 
evidence that they have entered upon the new year’s work with 
consecration and high moral purpose. By all, the summer vaca- 
tion has been spent in profitable labor, which has resulted in grati- 
fying earnings. The entire sum earned during the last three 
months and saved for school purposes is $520, or an average of 
about $ 57 - This seems a small amount with which to begin a 
year’s schooling, but all the men, without exception, will engage in 
some form of productive work. One man writes: “My board and 
room expenses I expect to cover by work in the family where I have 
been for two years.” Another will teach German. Those who 
are in the Theological Seminary supply pulpits as opportunity 
occurs. 

Almost without exception these young men have no financial 
resources, apart from the uncertain income of their work and the 
small amount which can be furnished them by this society. In 
making its appropriations, the Executive Committee always takes 
into consideration two facts, namely, the amount of money in the 
treasury of the society and the real need of the student. Accord- 
ingly, Jhe quarterly appropriations to students during the past 
year have ranged from $20 to $31.25. With these small sums from 
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labor and donation the young men report that they have been able 
to close the scholastic year without debt. Surely, economy as well 
as consecration, have characterized these noble young men. 

For many years the present Secretary has found delight in ren- 
dering such service as the office required, in co-operation with the 
Executive Committees, in promoting the interests of our churches 
through the Education Society. A physical limitation which Prov- 
idence has imposed upon him renders it necessary for him to retire 
from the much-loved work.
